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A Histery of Toryism, from the Accession of 
Mr. Pitt to Power in 1783 to the Death 
of Lord Beaconsfield in 1881. By T. E. 
Kebbel. (Allen & Co.) 

Tue present time is apt for the publica- 
tion of this volume, in which Mr. Kebbel 
very successfully makes, as he says, “an 
honest attempt to do justice to a great 
party, whose actions have hitherto been re- 
corded either by its avowed enemies or by 
friends who were too much devoted to one 
aspect of Toryism to be able to appreciate 
the other.”” Consisting, for the most part, 
of articles which have already appeared in 
the National Review, it is pe Be oo frag- 
mentary, and now and then the style is more 
suitable to a pamphlet than to a history; 
but Mr. Kebbel understands his subject, 
and handles it in a way that should be quite 
as instructive to his own political allies as to 
his opponents. 

Pitt, Liverpool, Canning, Wellington, 
Peel, Derby, and Beaconsfield are the seven 
great men whose services in keeping Eng- 
land from ruin during the past century are 
set forth by Mr. Kebbel, and he divides the 
pre-eminence between the first and the last. 
Of Pitt’s foreign policy he does not say very 
much, though all he says is praise; but he 
speaks at length of his earlier and more 
serviceable work. Toryism took a new 
shape and had a new lease of life through 
Pitt’s energy. He made it more pairiotic, 
and even more democratic, than had been 
the Whiggism that he displaced, and if he 
could have had his way, without being 
crippled by members of his own as well as 
of the opposite party, and without the 
terrible disturbance that came from the 
French Revolution and from English 
meddling with its issues, we may well be- 
lieve with Mr. Kebbel that his statesman- 
ship would have been far more beneficial 
than adverse circumstances allowed it to be. 
He wasthe pioneer of parliamentary reform, of 
free trade and fiscal economy, and of so much 
extension of religious liberty as was involved 
ia Catholic emancipation. He knew how to 
keep both the Orown and the aristocracy in 
order, and could give wise direction to gener- 
ous impulses towards the advancement of 
all classes of the community. Democracy— 

government by the people—was a thing 
at that time only dreamt of by a few enthu- 
siasts, but considered to be quite outside the 
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range of practical politics, and ignored or 
resented by the Whigs even more than by 
the Tories. All that reasonable politicians 
could hope for in the way of reform was 
such a purification of aristocratic and olig- 
archic institutions, with due, but not undue, 
subordination to the monarchy, that the 
great body of the nation might be well 
governed by the great landlords and wealthy 
squires. 

That, at any rate, is Mr. Kebbel’s view, 
and, whether we agree with it or not, his 
exposition of Pitt’s policy and of the ‘‘ new 
Toryism ” that Pitt introduced throws con- 
siderable light on the political history of 
the time. His chapters on Lord Liverpool, 
Canning, the Duke of Wellington, and Sir 
Robert Peel, though interesting and sugges- 
tive, are less valuable. He is foth to blame 
Pitt’s successors for not being his equals in 
statesmanship, but he apologizes laboriously 
for their neglect or violation of the prin- 
ciples bequeathed to them, and attributes 
to their shortcomings the blunders that 
enabled the Whigs, and at length the 
Radicals, to obtain the upper hand in public 
life. He admits that the Reform Bill of 
1832 was inevitable, but he thinks it would 
have been a far better measure had Pitt, 
or an equal of Pitt, had the shaping of it; 
and so with subsequent reforms. He ex- 
plains that ‘‘one cardinal principle of the 
Tory party” is that ‘‘not only does the 
landed interest produce a better governing 
class than any other interest in the country, 
but it is in itself the surest foundation and 
mainstay of our national greatness and pro- 
sperity ”’; and he regrets that in defiance of 
this principle the Whigs were allowed two 
generations ago to make concessions to 
popular clamour, from which worse and 
worse results have followed since. As to 
the possibility or expediency of counteracting 
these results Mr. Kebbel appears to be un- 
decided. On one page he says: ‘‘ There is 
still time, even now in this our day, if the 
English aristocracy will rouse themselves 
from the spell which some enemy seems to 
have cast over them.” On another, speak- 
ing of the alarming power that democracy 
gives to demagogues, he says: ‘It is useless 
to complain of the inevitable.” He makes 
no complaint, at any rate, about the policy 
pursued by Lord Beaconsfield when, as 
Mr. Disraeli, under the late Lord Derby— 
about whom we have a graceful and instruc- 
tive chapter—he introduced the Household 
Suffrage Bill :— 

‘* Our representative system having completed 
the middle-class phase, now, under the auspices 
of the Tory party, entered on the popular. The 
process was so perfectly natural, the transition 
so obvious and inevitable, that the Tory party 
made little or no difficulty about the matter.” 


Mr. Kebbel’s long chapter on Lord 
Beaconsfield is the most readable in the 
book. It offers no new facts and hardly 
any new opinions; but it is a forcible 
apology for the statesmanship of the last 
great Tory successor of Pitt, and it sets 
out very clearly Mr. Kebbel’s view of 
Lord Beaconsfield’s policy from first to last. 
‘His Radicalism,” we are told, of the 
time when he was called a Radical, ‘‘con- 
sisted in trying to make the working class 
Conservative.” Disraeli was never in sym- 


pathy with the middle classes; his lean- 
ings were aristocratic, and at the same time 


democratic; and in his political novels 
as well as in his parliamentary work he 
sought to bring aristocracy and democracy 
on to a common platform. “After the 
Reform Bill of 1832, our institutions were 
left dependent on the people ; and the sym- 
pathies between the upper and the lower 
classes, but which had been gradually fading 
during the nineteenth century, must be 
revived by some means if these institutions 
were to be preserved.” Both of the means 
and of the motives that prompted them Mr. 
Kebbel gives a detailed and interesting 
account from his point of view. 

Some readers may consider this volume 
more clever than accurate; but Mr. Kebbel 
writes with such genuine enthusiasm for his 
party, and with such an evident desire to 
give what he claims to be a true account of 
the history of Toryism during the past hun- 
dred years, that it is a welcome contribution 
to current politics. 








The Apostolic Fathers.—Part II. 8. Ignatius, 
S. Polycarp. Revised Texts, with Intro- 
ductions, Notes, Dissertations, and Trans- 
lations.

Tue Ignatian controversy, having passed 
through different stages and called forth 
much learning, seems still unsettled. In 
consequence of the great attention given to 
the Apostolic Fathers and other early Chris- 
tian writers within the last thirty years, the 
questions connected with Ignatius and Poly- 
carp could hardly be avoided. On the side 
of ancient tradition two champions have 
appeared, Zahn and Funk ; and the Bishop 
of Durham has just joined them. These 
scholars have exhausted the conservative 
view of the subject; and it will require no 
small ability to set aside their conclusion. 
Is the field to be left in ion of the 
three scholars just named? Probably not. 
Some scholar belonging to the other side * 
may stand up against them with adequate 
resources and equal power. It is hardly 
likely that the new defence of the Epistles 
by the English scholar will be left without 
attack and answer. 

Three volumes of considerable size are 
occupied with the two Fathers Ignatius and 
Polycarp. The first contains descriptions of 
Ignatius’s life and the persecutions that 
took place under Trajan, of the MSS. and 
versions of his Epistles in their three forms, 
a list of quotations and references ne 
the martyr, an account of the spurious an 
interpolated Epistles, as also of the Cure- 
tonian Letters, with a discussion of the 
genuineness of the three. Polycarp the 
elder is treated in a similar way. His life 
is combined with a description of the Church 
and Empire under Hadrian, Pius, and 
Marcus; the manuscripts and versions of the 
Epistle are enumerated, quotations and refer- 
ences are discussed, and the question of the 
genuineness of his Letter is examined. Thi 
is followed by an account of the Letter of the 
Smyrneans, and a disquisition on the date 
of Polycarp’s martyrdom, and also on the 
date of that of Pionius. In the second volume 
are printed the seven Epistles of Ignatius in 
a critically revised Greek text, accompanied 
by various readings and notes; an account 





is supplied of the Acts of Martyrdom An- 
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tiochene and Roman, to which are added 
English translations of the Epistles and Acts. 
The third volume has an appendix of Ig- 
natiana, the Anglo-Latin version of the 
Episties, with Syriac remains, including 
the three Curetonian Letters. The Greek 
Epistles of the long recension, Copticremains, 
Arabic extracts, and the Prayer of Hero 
follow. The Letter of Polycarp and that of the 
Smyrneeans are critically edited with notes; 
and these are succeeded by Polycarpian 
fragments and a life of the martyr. The 
volume closes with translations of the Epistle 
of Polycarp and the Letter of the Smyrnzans, 
with Polycarp’slife. The literature bearing 
upon the two Apostolic Fathers is exhaustive. 

The author’s leading object is to prove 
the genuineness of the seven Vossian Epistles 
attributed to Ignatius, of Polycarp’s ad- 
dressed to the Philippians, and of the 
Smyrnean Letter giving an account of 
Polycarp’s martyrdom. The pith of the 
work lies in the first volume, where a hun- 
dred pages are devoted to an investigation 
ofthe genuineness of Ignatius’s Epistles, and 
sixty-six to a like vindication of Polycarp’s 
and the Smyrnean Letters. 

The reader is struck at once with the 
extent of the author’s learning and the 
ability with which he applies it. He uses 
his immense store of materials with so great 
skill and ingenuity that the case he has in 
hand wears a most plausible aspect. The 
argumentation upon the Curetonian Letters 
is admirable and conclusive. The disserta- 
tions about the Church and the Empire 
under Hadrian, Antoninus Pius, and Marcus 
Aurelius are excellent; while the date of 
Polycarp’s martyrdom is wrought out after 
Waddington with minute skill, within the 
compass of seventy pages. In these and 
many subordinate topics the bishop is suc- 
cessful, appearing to great advantage as a 
scholar and reasoner. But there is room for 
doubt about the head and front of his argu- 
ment, the genuineness of the seven Letters 
attributed to Ignatius, the one assigned 
to Polycarp, and the Smyrnean Epistle. 
Here he will neither convince nor convert 
many scholars who have studied the state 
of Christianity in the second century with- 
out preconceived opinions. If the question 
be handled as a matter of literary criticism 
or scientific theology, the outcome will pro- 
bably be the conclusion which the learned 
prelate seeks to overthrow. 

The usual opinion is that when Trajan 
was at Antioch, a.p. 116, he condemned 
Ignatius to be taken to Rome and executed 
in the Flavian Amphitheatre. Though Dr. 
pc air considers this meeting with Trajan 
to be mythical, he does so in opposition to 
the Antiochene Acts, and to external testi- 
mony as good as that which he often adopts. 
Is it likely that an emperor of Trajan’s mild 
disposition would condemn an aged Christian 
to a long and fatiguing journey by seas 
and land in order that he might be food for 
wild beasts at its end? Surely victims could 
be got nearer Rome in sufficient numbers to 
satisfy the people’s thirst for blood. The 
three causes stated by Gieseler do not 
furnish a probable ground for the brutal 
sentence. And is it likely that one chained 
to ten leopards, as his guards are called, 
and cruelly treated on the journey day and 
night, would have had the disposition or 
leisure to write letters to several churches ? 





If other condemned prisoners accompanied 
Ignatius under the same guard, as is gener- 
ally supposed, how is it that he expresses 
no sympathy with their fate? The whole 
journey, with its hardships and the writing 
of letters by the way, seems inconsistent 
with the surrounding circumstances, though 
the evidence against it is only presumptive. 

Ignatius’s language is often that of extra- 
vagant humility. He will not set himself 
up as a teacher of others, nor does he 
regard himself as a disciple, but he is still 
only a probationer, and his discipleship will 
not be complete till he receives the crown 
of martyrdom. He is even ashamed to be 
called one of the Antiochene Christians, feel- 
ing himself unworthy to have a place among 
them. Well may the Bishop of Durham say, 
‘‘This language may surprise us.” Not less 
extravagant and hyperbolical is the phrase- 
ology in which he expresses his intense 
longing after martyrdom. A very impul- 
sive character could scarcely write as Igna- 
tius does on this point. 


‘€ May I have joy of the wild beasts that have 
been prepared for me, and I pray that they may 
be found ready for me. I will allure them to 
devour me quickly, and not to avoid touching 
me through fear.” 

‘* Suffer me to be the food of the wild beasts, 
through whom it is allowed me to attain unto 
God. I am the corn of God. Let me be ground 
by the teeth of the wild beasts, that I may 
be found the pure bread of Christ. Rather 
encourage ye the beasts that they may become 
my tomb and may leave nothing of my body,” &c. 


A prominent feature in the Epistles is 
the value attached to episcopacy, and the 
advocates of their spuriousness go so far 
as to say they were written in order to exalt 
the authority of bishops. ‘‘ We ought to 
regard the bishop as the Lord Himself.” 
‘“‘ He that honoureth the bishop is honoured 
of God; he that doeth aught without the 
knowledge of the bishop rendereth service 
to the devil.’ ‘‘Give heed to the bishop 
that God also may give heed to you.” 
‘Follow your bishop as Jesus Christ fol- 
lowed the Father.” The presbyters and 
deacons are also highly honoured. ‘ Let 
all men respect the deacons as Jesus Christ, 
even as they should respect the bishop as 
being a type of the Father, and the pres- 
byters as the council of God and as the 
college of apostles.” ‘‘ Follow the presby- 
tery as the apostles, and to the deacons pay 
respect as to God’s commandment.” 

Remarkable theological expressions, such 
as ‘the blood of God,” are also used 
by Ignatius. He describes ‘‘our God Jesus 
Christ” as ‘‘conceived in the womb of 
Mary.”’ These and similar phrases, as 
well as some Arian and Monophysite 
leanings, are surprising when they come 
from the pen of one whose apostolic teacher, 
in Dr. Lightfoot’s opinion, was probably St. 
John. Various phrases and words have the 
appearance of anachronisms, such as ‘the 
Catholic Church,” “leopards,” ‘Silence’ 
(2cyH), the last referring to some Gnostic 
system. In like manner the writings of 
the New Testament are referred to as autho- 
ritative in their two divisions of Gospels and 
Apostolic Epistles. 

The bishop lays great stress upon external 
evidence in favour of the genuineness of the 
Epistles, especially on Irenzeus’s testimony. 
But this Father was an uncritical writer, 





and blundered in important particulary, 
As to Eusebius, he is a late witness. ‘ The 
internal evidence against the Epistles jg 
fairly stated and ingeniously answered, not 
successfully, however, in some instanceg, 
Thus the long note on the expression 
“Catholic Church”’ is incorrect, though it 
follows Zahn. The phrase has only one 
application. The use of the word “Jeg. 
pards” so early as Ignatius is not proved 
in the examination of it (vol. i. p. 397, &.); 
and it is a bold thing to eliminate two 
words from the text of the Letter to the 
Magnesians, 8, viz., didvos ov« in Adyos didws 
ov«K ard ovyns tpocAPav, on insufficient eyi- 
dence, in order to get rid of an argument 
founded upon the common reading. The 
note on the passage in ii. 1, p. 126, is alto- 
gether unsatisfactory, though Zahn and 
Funk agree with the proposed revision of 
the text. 

Dr. Lightfoot argues in favour of the 
genuineness of the Epistles from the fact that 
Ignatius never mentions plainly the Gospels 
or Pauline Epistles, which implies that the 
Canon was not then formed; and this fact 
is contrasted with Irenzeus’s treatment of 
the books. But such silence does not justify 
the conclusion, because the Canon was not 
formed till after a.pv. 170. The argument 
would only be valid if the writer of the 
Epistles lived after that date. If he be put 
before it, the argument is inconclusive. Our 
author is right in holding that Judaic docet- 
ism is aimed at in the letters ; but he fails to 
show that the type of docetism opposed is of 
eo early a date as 110 a.p., where he puts 
Saturninus, though he was contemporary 
with Basilides (125 a.p.). If a single heretic 
be referred to, he is probably Valentinus, 
who came from Alexandria to Rome about 
140, and in whose system 2cy7 is a pro- 
minent feature. Allusions are discovered by 
the bishop to the Epistle to the Colossians, 
the Pastoral Epistles, and St. John’s; but 
then he assumes their early dates and argues 
from this assumption. Their true dates 
have a different bearing upon the question 
from that which he adopts. 

It is impossible to bring ‘“ matured” 
episcopacy into a time so early as a.D. 110, 
or to find satisfactory evidence of its de- 
velopment in connexion with St. John’s 
name. The bishop refers to an essay om 
the Christian ministry in his commentary 
on the Epistle to the Philippians; but the 
strength of his argument in that place has 
been broken. 

The Ignatian Letters presuppose a toler- 
ably sound system of doctrine and a desire 
for unity. They exhibit developed Paulin- 
ism tinged with Gnosticism; Judaism 
become sectarian, the monarchical principle 
had asserted itself in separate communities 
and this led to its extension, so that the 
whole formed one Catholic Church. Judai¢ 
Christianity had been overcome. Church 
organization is here developed far beyond 
its incipient stage in the Pastoral Epistles 
In the Letter to the Roman Church St. Peter 
and St. Paul are co-ordinated as they are 
by Irenwus: a thing which no writer of 
Ignatius’s day would have done. 

The bishop has proved that 


the seven 
Ignatian Epistles were all written by the 
same person. The locality of the author 
can only be guessed. Rome is the m 

probable spot. The genuineness of them, 
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it is true, has been accepted by the great 
names in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, which Dr. Lightfoot arrays in 
order to overwhelm opponents — Ussher, 
Voss, Grotius, Pearson, Bull, Bentley, and 
Waterland; but other scholars, Daillé, 
Calvin, Baur, Zeller, Schwegler, Lipsius, 
Keim, Hilgenfeld, Pfleiderer, and Holtz- 
mann, may be put against them. 

Much is said against Malalas with a view 
to ruining his crédit as a writer; and 
he is certainly both loose and incorrect. 
Yet he lived at Antioch, and it is by 
no means improbable that his testimony 
about Ignatius having suffered there is 
true. Chrysostom believed that the martyr’s 
remains were at Antioch. Dr. Lightfoot, 
we may add, rejects the account of their 
being carried back from Rome. 

Polycarp’s Epistle is also held by the 
bishop to be genuine. It is a poor pro- 
duction, weak and commonplace. he 
author was acquainted with the Ignatian 
Epistles, and wrote to recommend them 
indirectly. If it proceeded from Polycarp, 
he was a feeble disciple of St. John. The 
genuineness of the Letter of the Smyrnzeans, 
in which Polycarp’s martyrdom is described, 
is also maintained by Dr. Lightfoot. But 
the external evidence for its having pro- 
ceeded from eye-witnesses or persons very 
near the date of the death is scanty, and 
the internal evidence is decidedly adverse. 
The miraculous circumstances it relates, the 
eure prophetic insight attributed to the 
martyr, the parallelism of his martyrdom 
with that of the Christians of Vienne and 
Lyons, the expression ‘‘ Catholic Church,” 
the eagerness shown in finding paral- 
lels between the martyr and our Lord, 
and its plagiarisms generally disprove the 
genuineness of the Letter. Few of Keim’s 
arguments are met successfully in the work 
before us. The date of the martyrdom ar- 
rived at by Waddington, whom Dr. Light- 
foot follows, is probably correct, that is, 
A.D. 155 or 156, not 167. 

The bishop alludes more than once to the 
succession of doctrine which leads up to St. 
John or the apostles generally from Irenzeus 
through Polycarp, who is called St. John’s 
disciple; such continuity being considered 
an irresistible argument against critics of a 
certain school. But it is well known that 
Trenzeus throws the Catholic doctrine back 
to the apostles. Hence he speaks of Poly- 
carp having ‘received his appointment in 

sia from apostles as bishop in the Church 
of Smyrna.” In like manner Tertullian 
names St. John as having appointed Poly- 
carp to the office. The Fathers in the 
latter half of the second century were prone 
to refer things of their own time to an 
apostolic origin, glorifying men as com- 
panions of the apostles, taught, sanctioned, 
attested by those who had seen the Lord, so 
that a Church historian must accept these 
utterances with a very large deduction. St. 
Johan, Polycarp, Irenseus, sounds well as a 
continuous chain; but such continuity is 
00 guarantee of agreement in doctrine or 
eeclesiastical organization. 

The entire subject is handled by the 
bishop more ably than it has been by any 
other champion of the same cause. His 
materials, as we have said, are arranged 
with skill. He is cognisant of every 


detail than can contribute to the force 





and fulness of the argument. In exhaust- 
ing one side of the question he has tried to 
nullify the other. If he has all the confi- 
dence of Zahn and more besides, it is per- 
haps natural. Yet the constituent elements 
of his case are not all valid. His argu- 
ments are weakest when he is treating the 
internal evidences adduced on behalf of the 
genuineness of the Ignatian Letters; and 
it is on the internal evidence that we rely 
for proof of their spuriousness. While he 
speaks with some degree of contempt about 
the chief German opponents of the Letters, 
assuming that they have a system whose 
stability rests upon their attitude towards the 
writings in question, it may be said on the 
other hand that a bias, probably uncon- 
scious, in favour of the apostolic or almost 
apostolic origin of the episcopal office under- 
lies his arguments. Not only may the critics 
whom he opposes say so, but they may add 
that episcopal conservatism has modified 
and checked the excellent critical faculty 
which he possesses. At all events, they will 
regret to see so much ingenuity lavished upon 
the rehabilitation of bygone opinions. 

The case should be peed, rere from a 
literary point of view, though to do that is 
difficult ; and all assumptions favourable to 
episcopacy, presbyterianism, or the Tiibingen 
school should be discarded. It is the Chris- 
tian literature of the first two centuries 
which has an important bearing on the ar- 
gument, especially that which immediately 
precedes and follows the deaths of Igna- 
tius and Polycarp. Above all, the evidence 
of the Letters themselves must be impartially 
weighed—a thing that could scarcely be ex- 
perees from authors like Daillé, or from 

earson with his learning and his leanings. 








The Chersonese with the Gilding Of. By 
Emily Innes. 2 vols. (Bentley & Son.) 


Mrs. Inves’s title naturally invites com- 
parison with Miss Bird’s account of the same 
region. In the work itself the writer appears 
rather to deprecate any such comparison, 
contrasting—while she cordially testifies to 
the accuracy of Miss Bird’s account—“ the 
brilliancy and attractiveness of her descrip- 
tions’? with ‘“‘the dulness and gloom of 
mine.” But dulness and gloom, though 
unpleasant to endure, may furnish effective 
material for description. Mrs. Innes wonders 
how Miss Bird would have relished a pro- 
tracted residence in the dismal station of 
Langat, of which ‘‘she took a passing 
glimpse, and admired it very much.” Miss 
Bird can expatiate on horrors as well as most 
people, and if she had survived the expe- 
rience they would not have suffered in the 
description; but the picture presented by 
our author’s simple narrative would not be 
improved by any amount of word-painting. 
er husband was Assistant-Resident in 
one of the Malay Protected States, and the 
Residency stood on a flat mud swamp, an 
“ancient dilapidated shed made of palm- 
leaves, propped up on about fifty tottering 
legs made of the stems of palms.” Rain 
poured down through the loose and tattered 
thatch, where the rats—‘‘the only beings 
that enjoyed themselves thoroughly in 
Durian Sabatang’’— sported among the 
black and solid cobwebs in the rafters. 
‘* The use of the shed’s fifty legs soon became 
apparent. The first morning after our arrival, 








on looking out of the window-hole (windows 
there are none, of course, in so hot a climate), 
I saw the whole country was under water, and 
one of my poor hens, which I had brought with 
me from Langat, was floating past the house on 
the flood with all her new-born chickens.” 
Although the station was forty miles up the 
river, these floods always recurred with a 
high tide, so that the gallant efforts made to 
play lawn tennis on the swamp did not meet 
with the success which they deserved. 

Among other evils of such a residence 
were a trying climate; the dependence 
on Singapore for the necessaries of life, 
which only arrived at long and irregular 
intervals; and the almost entire absence 
of civilized society. This gave, and indeed 
invited, opportunities for the study of Malay 
character, on which such opposite verdicts 
have been expressed. At first Mrs. Innes 
found her privacy invaded at all hours by 
women of the lower class, devoid of tact, 
refinement, or information; and accordingly, 
finding that nothing was to be gained from 
them, while their morals were hopeless] 
beyond her power to mend, she was oblig: 
to set limits to their visits. But the up 
class, consisting entirely of the households 
of the Rajas, were:not much more interesting. 
Some of the men, indeed, were better in- 
formed. One of the more intelligent Rajas, 
however, 

‘* remarked to me one day that he would rather 
like to learn English, ‘ only,’ he said, ‘there is 
this objection to English, that it is only spoken 
by about a dozen people in the world, even 
counting the Governor of Singapore and his fol- 
lowers ; while wherever you go—to the north, 
south, east, or west, or beyond the wind—you 
find Malay spoken.’ ” 

The national laziness, she asserts, is con- 
nected with the national costume, whether 
as cause or effect is uncertain, but, at all 
events, ‘‘a Malay woman can never use 
more than one hand at a time for anything, 
the other being always occupied in keeping 
her clothes on.” 

The Malays do not like our energetic in- 
terfering ways, and during an outbreak of 
cholera the writer met a procession about to 
propitiate the powers of evil by the sacrifice 
of two images, which, there was reason to sup- 
pose, represented the Resident and another 
official! Yet they were attached to Mr. 
Innes and others who laboured among them, 
and gladly accepted their arbitration in dis- 
putes where little besides a point of honour 
was involved, and both parties were glad to 
terminate the quarrel. To the unsophis- 
ticated Malay 
‘‘ it is quite an insult to ask if he will sell any- 
thing. Malays from the up-country used some- 
times to find their way to my door, with their 
hands full of fowls, which they said they wished 
to lay at my feet. They were the poorest — 

ible, with nothing on but a ragged and dirty 
arong, yet they were quite horrified at my ask- 
ing if they had brought their fowls to sell. They 
carefully explained that the fowls (perhaps several 
dollars’ worth) were a present to me; but in the 
same breath they suggested that if out of my com- 
passion for them I would give them a small trifle 
to buy rice, it would be very acceptable. It 
seemed to me that «4 distinction between sell- 
ing and this pro ing was imagi 
ot used to ade thon in a herd: heaven way 
to mention a price. I generally found that the 
more delicacy and refinement of feeling they had 
paraded, the higher was the price they wanted, and 
the less the fowls would bear examination. The 
owner appeared to think that the fowls would 
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taste better on account of having belonged to a 
noble race that had never soiled its scutcheon 
by commercial dealings.” 


In spite of their many faults they seem 
to have shown much kindness to the writer 
at times when, from the absence of her hus- 
band, such help was specially valuable, and 
she believed in their sincerity, and depre- 
cates the charge of ‘‘ treachery’ commonly 
brought against the race. 

The most tragic event recorded by Mrs. 
Innes is the murder, by a Chinese gang, 
of a British official, Capt. Lloyd, whose fate 
the author narrowly escaped. Hearing a 
noise in the night—she was on a visit to the 
Lloyds—she looked out and saw 


“two Chinamen dashing open a box with hatchets. 
Yet I was far from guessing what was the fact, 
namely, that my host had been murdered 
a few minutes before, and that he and his 
wife were now lying weltering in their blood, 
just inside that doorway! I cried out loudly, 

Captain Lloyd ! Mrs. Lloyd! what is all this ? 
What is the matter?’ There was, of course, no 
answer ; but one of the Chinamen looked up, 
saw me, and, with his hatchet still in his hand, 
made for the door of my bed-room. I darted 
down and held the door, in the insane hope of 
keeping him out ; but, alas! it was only made, 
like the rest of the house, of palm-leaves lashed 
together with rattan, and in another moment 
the Chinaman had forced it open, and stood 
before me. Even then I did not understand that 
he intended to murder me...... The Chinaman 
marched gravely and stolidly into the middle 
of the room, I retreating before him, and saying 
in Malay, ‘What are you doing here? What 
do you want? Get out!’ He made no answer, 
but held the hatchet up in front of him, grasp- 
ing the handle with both hands, and, without 
the smallest change of expression in his counten- 
ance, made cuts, as I then thought, ineffectually 
at my head. I raised my hand to parry the 
blows, and, as I felt absolutely no pain, fancied 
I had succeeded ; but I must have fallen down 
insensible, as I remember nothing more. The 
doctor, on afterwards examining my head, found 
three trifling cuts and one severe one upon it, 
the iatter about four inches long and tolerably 
deep. It may seem stupid of me to have been 
so long in taking in the idea that I was going to 
be murdered, but I must plead in excuse that 
the demeanour of my friend the Chinaman was 
calculated to mislead me as to his intentions. 
The ideal murderer of history and fiction is, as 
we know, a being full of fire and fury, rushing 
upon his victim with a glance so deadly that it 
tells its own tale, and at once carries conviction 
even to the dullest intellect. But this man was 
calm, composed, phlegmatic ; he advanced with- 
out the smallest emotion or flurry, and appeared, 
in fact, exactly as if he were going about his 
ordinary business.” 


After such experiences it is not wonderful 
that some change and rest were necessary, 
but circumstances soon required a return to 
‘‘our butcherless, bakerless, tailorless, cob- 
blerless, doctorless, bookless, milkless, post- 
less, and altogether comfortless jungle.’ 
Above and beyond these drawbacks to happi- 
ness, however, that which made Mr. Innes’s 
position finally untenable was, we are told, 
the Resident’s conduct towards him, which 
the writer describes in language which cer- 
tainly does not lack directness. We must, 


of course, remember that in such cases “‘ one 
story is good till another is told”; and the 
charges are so direct and circumstantial that 
the other story ought to be forthcoming. 
Arriving in England in broken health and 
“‘all but penniless,” our author found that 


her 








‘* relatives were inclined to console me for all 
I had gone through, by saying, ‘ At any rate, you 
have gained experience.’ But it seems to me 
that there are some experiences—such as being 
half-murdered, for instance—that one is just as 
well without.” 


The reader will be inclined to sympathize 
rather with the common-sense view of the 
sufferer than with the philosophy of her 
relatives. 








Memoirs of Mary, Queen of England, 1689- 
1693, with Letters, &c. Edited by Dr. 
Doebner. (Nutt.) 


Ir will be remembered that a few years ago 
a volume was published by the Countess 
Bentinck containing the diaries of Queen 
Mary for the year 1688. The present col- 
lection, edited from a MS. which, after 
remaining for a long time at the Hanoverian 
Chancery in London, was taken to Hanover 
in 1838, contains Mary’s own memoirs from 
1689 to 1693. If these memoirs do not 
offer any new and important historical in- 
formation, they form, at any rate, a touch- 
ing illustration of what Macaulay happily 
terms the ‘‘sweet womanly courage” of 
a loved and loving wife. They express, 
in the simplest possible language, the 
searchings of heart of one who, long- 
ing for nothing more than the “ strickt 
retirement where I led the life of a nun,” 
found herself suddenly ‘‘ come into a noisy 
world full of vanity,” of political intrigue 
and religious discord, exposed to jealous eyes 
and rancorous tongues, and harassed day by 
day with fear for her husband’s life. And 
when we have finished reading them we 
have ceased to wonder that during the four 
years of her residence in England jealousy 
had disappeared, and that slander had been 
shamed by the gentle persistence in well- 
doing and the modest dignity which served 
her for a talisman amid circumstances as 
difficult and treacherous as they were an- 
tagonistic to her nature and her hopes. 

It was on February Ist, 1689, that Mary 
received her husband’s summons to join 
him in England. She records how all that 
night she lay awake “‘ thincking how much 
I should suffer in leaving a place where 
I knew how happy I could be,” and how 
“the uncertainty of what might be done 
there, the misfortunes of my father, the 
thought of coming in his place,’’ increased 
her repugnance. Nevertheless, she owns 
that on seeing England these regrets were 
mingled with ‘‘ a secret joy which doubtless 
proceeded from a natural sympathy.” From 
the charge of undue levity upon reaching 
Whitehall she vindicates herself thus :— 


‘*T was fain to force myself to more mirth than 
became me at that time, and was by many inter- 
preted as ill nature, pride, and the great delight 
I had to be a queen...... God knows my heart, 
that I have had more trouble to bring myself to 
bear this so envyed estate than I should have 
had to have been reduced to the lowest condition 
in the world. Indeed, the prince’s being made 
king has lessened the pain, but not the trouble 
of what I am like to endure.” 


In one department of court life Mary 
speedily made her influence felt. She saw 
that religion was degraded into a mere 
political symbolism, and her first resolve was 
‘to do what I could towards making devo- 
tion loockt on as it ought.” The pomp 
attending the taking of the sacrament, and 
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particularly the practice of the king taking 
it first and alone, especially shocked her 
She determined to get rid of “the foolery.” 
and by Christmas, in spite of the Bishop of 
London’s opposition, she had, “ with much 
ado,” succeeded in making the sacrament 
again a “‘communion.” But she had need 
of all the strength which her quiet faith 
could afford her. 

‘I found myself very much neglected, little 
respected, censured of all, commended by none, 
one I saw it was from the Lord, and I resolved 
to bear patiently whatever he should lay upon 
me. I wanted to be humbled, and I was it 
sufficiently. "Tis hard to flesh and blood to 
bear neglect, especially coming as I did from g 
place where I was valued so much.” 

The king, too, 

“* was blamed for many things ; all people seemed 
discontented, things went ill both in Scotland 
and Ireland, and sometimes I was allmost in 
despair, but my God still upheld me.” 
Moreover, 

‘‘the world, who cannot see the heart......began 
to take notice of the change there was in my 
life, and comparing my way of living in Holland 
to that here were much scandalized to see me 
grown so remiss.” 

All this was a strain upon the sensitive 
woman: ‘‘ My own people found me grown 
peevish, and did not see the reasons I had 
for it.” The year’s record closes in a strain 
of deep humiliation. 

The spirit in which Mary combated her 
difficulties was not, indeed, aggressive or 
masterful. She considered ‘‘that women 
should not meddle in government.” Her 
idea of helping William was 
*““not to trouble the king about business......F 
thought, and he has told me so himself, that 
when he could get from it, he was glad to come 
to me, and have his thoughts diverted by other 
discourse.” 

‘‘To serve God and do all the good'I can 
in the world” was the programme which, 
finding herself ‘‘ by nature timorous” and 
“naturally extream fearful,” she delibe- 
rately adopted. The constant sight of the 
greatness of her husband—‘ and such a 
husband,” as she proudly calls him—doubt 
less increased the habit of self-depreciation 
which finds almost eloquent expression in 
one of her letters to the Princess Sophia :— 

‘A woman is but a very uselesse and help- 
lesse creature at all times, espesiely in times of 
war and dificulty. That I find by my own sad 
experience, that an old English inclination to 
the love and honour of the nation signifys no 
thing in a woman’s heart without a man’s head 
and brains.” 

Her joy on William’s return ‘in good 
health with great glory, which got him the 
admiration and esteem of all,” is doubly 
keen since 

“T am rid of all the troublesome bussiness J 
was so litle fit for, and at liberty to praise my 
God, and to perform those vows I had made ip 
my trouble.” 

She had found it “impossible to pray 
much when one has so much bussiness.” 

Among the many trials to which a natuse 
so devout and so affectionate was subject 
the keenest was one which she does nob 
often mention, but the notices of whi 
show how incessantly it preyed upon her 
mind. ‘On the 10th of August,” she 
writes at the end of 1692, 

“I received Grandval’s tryal, in which I sa”

I feared it might lessen my husband’s kindness 
to me.” 

From one doubt at any rate she was 
speedily relieved. A little later she adds, 
‘‘My husband’s kindness makes up all.” 
What oppressed her most was the ‘cruel 
thought” which formed the subject of her 
hourly prayers—the awful chance, of which 
William himself spoke with apprehension, 
that her husband and he whom she “dare 
no more name father” might meet person- 
ally in battle. 

Very touching, too, are the passages in 
which she depicts her loneliness, save for 
her trust in God, and her sense of being 
forsaken when during William’s absence 
the responsibility of government was thrown 
upon her. With what shrewd though 
quiet observation, however, she judged of 
the men about her may be gathered from 
her description of the Council of Nine whom 
the king left to support her during his 
campaign in Ireland :— 


“Lord President was the person the king had 
particularly recommended to me, and he was 
one to whom I must ever own great obligations, 
yet of atemper I can never like. Lord Stuart 
the king had likewise recommended as one might 
be trusted and must be complemented, but he I 
found weak and obstinate, made a meer tool by 
a party. Lord Chamberlain too lazy to give 
himself the trouble of bussiness, so of litle use ; 
Lord Pembroke is as mad as most of his family, 
tho’ very good natured and a man of honour, 
but not very steady, as I found in the bussiness 
of Lord Torrington. Lord Nottingham was sus- 

cted by most as not true to the Government. 

‘one would trust or have anything to do with 
him, tho’ in the post he was he must do all. 
The king believed him an honest man, tho’ 
he was thought to violent for his party. Lord 
Monmouth is mad, and his wife Ae, is mader 
governs him. I knew him deeply engaged in 
Scotland, and not much to be trusted, yet must 
know all. I will say nothing of Lord Marl- 
borough because ’tis he I could say the most of, 
and can never deserve either trust or esteem. 
Sir John Louthere, a very honest but weak man, 
yet chief of the treasury. Mr. Russell was most 
recommended to me for sincerity, yet he had

_ Among the letters to the Princess Sophia 
in the second part of the book are some 
both from William and James II.

‘that they may no longer contribut to support 
the vemper who has brought nothing but ruin 
and desolation over all Christindome, which must 
still continue so long as he subsists.” 


Space has permitted us to mention only a 
few of the points which attract us in these 
simple records. They are not, as we have 
said, historically very important; they are 
not humorous; but the contrast between the 

entle character of Mary and the times of 

Sanger and confusion in which she lived 
18 as strikingly expressed as it was in fact 
complete. 
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‘Mirre Court’ is a very good specimen of 

Mrs. Riddell’s work. It is brighter than 

some of her later novels have been, and the 

interest of the story is maintained without 
the help of any ghastly incidents. It is 
rather too long, but this defect is balanced 
by the fact that the second volume is, con- 
trary to custom, the best of the three. The 
scene is, of course, laid in the City, and the 
chief picturesque interest is centred about 
an old house in Botolph Lane, Aldgate, the 
Mitre Court which gives its name to the 
book not being that by the Temple, and, in 
fact, not having any special importance in 
the story. The old house, supposed to have 
been Wren’s, is described in Mrs. Riddell’s 
charming manner, and a whole chapter is de- 
voted toa lament over the destruction which 
is rapidly removing everything venerable 
in the City. She may be pardoned for the 
digression, especially as after delivering 
herself of her angry sorrow she does not 
again interrupt the course of her story. 

She has introduced many varieties of cha- 

racter, and has described them all well. 

Although there is little but praise to be 

spoken of what she has done, it is possible 

to regret that the story never takes the 
reader out into the open country which she 
can draw so well, and which she has at 
times—and notably, of course, in ‘George 

Geith ’—used so effectively as a contrast to 

her pictures of City courts and alleys. 
‘Green Pleasure and Grey Grief’ is what 

many of its readers will be inclined to call a 

sweetly pretty story. There is no question 

as to its sweetness and prettiness, for it is 
full of delightful love-making, and is told 
with dainty tenderness by one who under- 
stands both idyllic love and the art of 
romantic writing. The author is never 
tired of describing the happy intercourse 
of fresh young hearts, and follows with 
evident zest the fortunes of three pairs of 
lovers through the chequered course of their 
mutual passion. Perhaps her story would 
have been better described by an inversion 
of the title, for the grey grief is not allowed 
to overwhelm the pleasure of any character 
who figures in its pages. No doubt there 
is grief enough to make an effective con- 
trast, and to justify the many quotations 
from Mr. Swinburne, which would otherwise 
fall rather flat. It was Mr. Swinburne who 
christened the principal heroine Dolores. 

She is made to live up to her name through 

a certain number of chapters; but all comes 

right for her in the end. The greenness 





of her life, and of the lives of her equally 
fortunate friends, is almost too vivid to be 
natural—a fault which the majority of 
readers will easily forgive. 

‘Dedham Park’ stands out from the 
ordinary run of novels in virtue of a rather 
happy combination of social description with 
an inoffensive moral purpose. Apart from 
some pretty love-making between Dudley 
Braidword, eldest son of an old Tory baronet, 
and Winifred Jardine, daughter of a Radical 
manufacturer, and a counterplot of the same 
kind the parties to which are Frank Deni- 
son, High Church rector from St. Ingulphus 
of Privy Council fame, and Nora, the charm- 
ing daughter of the baronet, the story is 
mostly concerned with the modification of 
the rector’s views and their enlargement 
to a liberal catholicity. He learns by ex- 
perience not to despise either the aid of 
an old blind basket-maker who is fighting 
irregularly, but with more effect than him- 
self, against vice and ignorance, or the 
— of the village worthies, Mr. 

uttock (who farms his own land), Mr. 
Pender, and Mr. Bennett, for the church 
ceremonies of their youth, wherein their 
respective violins and flutes took an 
honoured part. The book shows an in- 
timate acquaintance with English country 
life, and whenever somewhat larger ques- 
tions present themselves to the numerous 
interlocutors in the discussions that arise 
the author indicates considerable powers 
of taking a broad and temperate view of 
modern problems. The characters are suffi- 
ciently individualized, and the dialogue is 
natural. Some solecisms occur ; for instance, 
“like” in the sense of ‘‘as” with a verb, 
a mistake frequently repeated. 

Mrs. Banks has made the life of William 
Hutton, the Birmingham bookseller, the 
groundwork of her novel. Her careful ac- 
quisition of facts in regard to the appearance 
of the Midland towns in the last century, 
and her successful reproduction of such 
matters as the unlovely Midland dialect, 
will make her book acceptable to local 
readers, while the story of Hutton’s life is 
in many ways interesting. Its interest is 
hardly derived, however, from his own per- 
sonality, for a more typical presentment of 
the meaner side of the qualities usually 
attributed to his sect it would be difficult to 
find. The story interwoven with Hutton’s 
biography is well told. One cannot but feel 
sympathy with the sturdy elder sister, 
whose love for the family (¢.¢., her brothers, 
her husband having been ruthlessly excluded 
from that circle) is really the source of Wil- 
liam’s fortune ; with the hapless Susannah 
Prince, whose tender heart is far too good 
to be shared with William’s money-bags; 
with slow and steady Thomas Hutton, a 
better man than his brother; and with the 
West family, above all with “ Vill” and 
high-spirited Cordelia Carew. Poachers 
and highwaymen, old-fashioned race meet- 
ings, stately manners and rough, - glimpses 
of old Charnwood and Sherwood, and of the 
life of Nottingham, Derby, and Birming- 
ham in the eighteenth century, render the 
volumes both picturesque and instructive. 

A mariage de convenance and its conse- 
quences in the case of a man who is at once 
handsome, amiable, and weak—these are the 
materials which Wanderer has worked up 
into three somewhat long-drawn — 
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But if the plot in its outlines is modelled 
closely upon that of nineteen out of every 
twenty French novels or plays, there is 
nothing in the treatment of it calculated to 
affront the most prudish reader. The fact 
is that ‘Glamour’ is a fair sample of the 
respectable mediocrity attained by some 
hundreds of novels every year, and sorely 
tests the ingenuity of the critic to find words 
other than negative wherewith to pass a 
verdict. The characters are conventional 
in the extreme, and a great deal too much 
space is devoted to chronicling the pecu- 
liarities of an excessively tiresome class 
of City people. By far the best portions of 
the story are those in which the traits of 
English and Italian character are illustrated 
by their contact in the society of an Italian 
“health resort.’ 

In style and sentiment Mr. Warren’s 
story js in such absolute contrast with the 
work 6f contemporary novelists, that it might 
well have been written at the period which 
it endeavours to describe—the palmy days 
of the East India Company. Unfortunately 
the characterization is not equal to this con- 
sistency, and the longwindedness of narra- 
tive and dialogue only increases the insipidity 
of the whole. When the hero smokes a 
cigar in the porch of a farmhouse, it is said 
that ‘the rich aroma of the Cuban leaf 
detracted nothing from the fragrance of the 
atmosphere.” The vigour and familiarity 
with which Mr. Warren treats of nautical 
matters would seem to indicate that he is 
capable of writing a good old-fashioned story 
of sea life. But a novelist who adopts the 
diction of Rasselas starts with a serious dis- 
advantage in the race for popularity, and, 
with no special novelty to offer in plot or 
episode, can hardly expect to find a numerous 
circle of readers. 

‘The Radical’s Daughter’ is a clever, 
amusing, and opportune novelette, and 
forms a sort of pendant to that brilliant, 
but bitter sketch of American democracy 
which appeared anonymously a few seasons 
back. The new writer, whose - assumed 
name is perhaps the only instance of 
bad taste in his pages, has turned to ex- 
cellent account a close observation of the 
cleavage wrought by modern politics in the 
society of the Midland and Northern coun- 
ties. We do not suppose that Manchester 
or Birmingham people will relish all his 
remarks, but he refrains from hackneyed 
charges against parvenu households, and 
rightly insists on many points usually over- 
looked, as, for example, the cultivation and 
attractiveness so frequently observable in 
the wives and daughters of self-made men. 
The dialogue is mainly political, varied by 
some amusing love passages, but is usually 
fresh and vigorous. Amongst other good 
things is an admirable description of a 
Northern political meeting. But even apart 
from politics there is much to divert the 
reader in ‘The Radical’s Daughter.’ 

‘Douglas Archdale’ would not be a bad 
story if the author knew anything about mili- 
tary matters and Anglo-Indian life and ideas. 
It is surprising to learn that in October, 
1856, it was the practice of Calcutta bankers 
to cool the atmosphere of the library by 
means of ‘tiny fountains of perfumed 
water.” The particular banker referred to 
is represented as waiting calmly in his 
library for the arrival by steam from Eng- 





land of his only daughter, yet we are given 
to understand that he is most desifgus to 
have her with him. The young lady can 
hardly have believed in the affection of a 
father who contented himself with sending 
his carriage for her to ‘‘ the quay”: we may 
observe that there was no ‘‘ quay” then in 
existence. The girl after a quarter of an 
hour’s drive in a comfortable carriage from a 
P. and O. steamer needed a visit to her room 
‘‘to remove the stains of water.” The 
bhistis, evidently confounded with the 
mehters, are spoken of as ‘‘a very low 
lot altogether.” The wife of the com- 
missioner of Shahjehanpur passes the hot 
part of the day in a hammock in the sitting 
room. It is somewhat strange and un- 
usual, to say the least of it, that a clergy- 
man of the Church of England and his wife 
should, on arriving at Calcutta during the 
Mutiny, have been lodged -by a Hindoo 
merchant. But we need not give any 
further instances of improbabilities; the 
book is full of them, but those readers who 
are not Anglo-Indians will be in happy 
ignorance of the author’s disqualifications 
for writing a story about India.

LOCAL HISTORY. 


The Somersetshire Archeological and Natural 
History Society: Proceedings during the Year 
1884, (Taunton, Hammond; London, Long- 
mans & Co.)—The Report of the Council and 
description of the excursions occupy by far too 
large a space in this volume. The casual re 
marks made by certain persons who have, as 
far as we are aware, no especial right to be 
heard on questions of archeology or natural 
history are all very well in the columns of a 
local newspaper, but are really not worth pre- 
serving in a permanent form. The work of 
what is called restoration seems to be going on 
in Somersetshire with the usual vigour. Prof. 
Freeman pointed out that in the village of 
Croscombe ‘‘nearly every house was an old 
building, and a great many of them were 
ancient houses. These were perishing day by 
day. Two years ago he saw that one of the best 
doorways in Croscombe was utterly destroyed. 
Many of these small bits of interesting anti- 
quities had been swept away during the last 
twenty years for no reason whatever. They 
perished daily, and no one seemed to care any- 
thing about them. If the owner were a rich 
man, and lived a long way off, he probably did 
not know of their existence; and if he weres 
poor man, he swept the relics away in sheer 
ignorance.” Mr. Freeman might have added 
that it is even more important to save the few 
remains we have of the humbler kinds of 
domestic architecture than it is churches, castles, 
and mansions. Of these we have many e%- 
amples, and it is not probable, whatever the 
future may have in store for us, that they will 
all perish or be restored past recognition ; but 
the remains of the cottages and yeomen’s dwell- 
ings are very rare and of exceeding importance 
to all who wish to have an accurate picture of the 
past in their minds. A properly instructed person 
can reproduce for himself a not very inco 
picture of what his parish church was like before 
the Reformation, the churchwardens, and the 
restorers had done their best to spoil it; but 
we do not think that any of us can feel as if we 
bad gossiped on the ale-bench or feasted in the 
farmhouse kitchen when Edward IV. was king. 
The volume contains one paper which is of 
historical importance, as it Jisentangles a knot 
which has puzzled every one who has written on 
the history of the struggle between Charles lL 
and his Parliament. That William Strode, one 
of the five members, and William Strode W 
appears from time to time as an active colonel on 
the side of the Parliament were not the same 





| person has sometimes been assumed, but it has 
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been left for Mr. Green to accurately distinguish 
between the two. William Strode the greater, 
as we may call him for the sake of distinction, 
died, it seems, in 1645, and was buried in West- 
minster Abbey, Gasper Hicks preaching the 
sermon. William Strode the less, the colonel of 
the Civil War pamphlets, died in 1666, and was 
buried at Barrington. The Rev. C. M. Church 
contributes a useful paper on the ‘ Prebends of 
Dinder,’ and the Rev. H. M. Scarth some in- 
teresting remarks on ‘ Roman Cookery.’ 

The Journal of William Dowsing, of Stratford, 
Parliamentary Visitor apjointed under a War- 
rant from the Earl of Manchester for demolishing 
the SupeMitious Pictures and Ornaments of 
Churches within the County of Suffolk in the 
Years 1643-1644. A New Edition by Rev. C. H. 
Evelyn White. (Ipswich, Pawsey & Hayes. )— 
A new edition of Dowsing’s curious diary has 
long been wanted, and we are thankful to Mr. 
White for having produced the present reprint 
in so very creditable a manner. The notes, which 
he has wisely consigned to the end of the volume, 
are not worth much, and some of them—such, for 
instance, as that on representations of the first 
Person of the Trinity, a dissertation on which 
may beread in Didron’s ‘ Iconographie Chrétienne’ 
—should certainly have been omitted. We are, 
however, so thankful to have the book at hand 
for reference that we are not inclined to find 
much fault when faint traces of theological nar- 
rowness are found blended with archzological 
knowledge. William Dowsing was a man of 
gentle blood, or at least of an upper-class yeo- 
man race. He seems to have been among the 
least reasonable of the Presbyterians. Perhaps 
it was on that account that he received a com- 
mission from the Earl of Manchester to purge 
thechurches of Suffolk of ‘‘ superstitious ” objects. 
The harm he did is something terrible to con- 
template. The churches suffered much from 
an ignorant soldiery, as they have done from 


other ignorant persons in more recent days; but 
we believe that a career such as Dowsing’s was 
very uncommon. The Suffolk churches must have 
been remarkably rich in stained glass which had 


escaped all the storms of the Reformation. At 
one place (Clare), the diarist says, ‘‘ we brake 
down 1,000 Pictures superstitious.” Even if 
we do not claim for him that amount of ac- 
curacy which would lead him to count each 
separate figure, the numbers imply a great mul- 
titude. That he was careful to count exactly 
in some cases, at least, is proved by the fact that 
he says that at another place (Bramford) “ we 
brake down 841 superstitious Pictures.” Occa- 
sionally he tells us what the pictures represented. 
At Rushmere was one of the seven deadly sins. 
It is much to be deplored that this picture has 
= nae Such things occur in illuminations, 
ut we are not aware of a single perfect repre- 
sentation of the deadly sins in stained glass. 
Fragments of such a composition remain in a 
window in the church of Newark. Gluttony is 
fairly perfect, and is portrayed as a man with a 
,bowl in his hand, and a jug—probably a leathern 
jack—attached to his belt. In one of the churches 
at Ipswich there were representations of angels 
with stars on their breasts. These were no 
doubt the angels of the planets who so often 
Occur in medizeval art andlegend. Crosses were, 
48a matter of course, destroyed wherever they 
Were found, and Dowsing notes in his con- 
cise way what must have seemed to him a shock- 
ing piece of idol-worship. The high constable 
of Frostenden told him that within two months 
past he had himself seen a man “‘ bow to the cross 
on the steeple and put off his hat to it.” It 
must have been some satisfaction to Dowsing to 
discover that the person who conducted himself 
us was an Irishman. There is some evidence 
that the work of destruction in which Dowsing 
Was engaged was at times very distasteful to the 
People. At Cockie there were pictures in the 
Windows which the iconoclast and those with 
im could not reach, and no one in the place 
could be got to help them to raise the ladders.

The Heraldic Visitations of Stafford- 
shire made by Sir Richard St. George, Norroy, in 
1614, and by Sir William Dugdale, Norroy, in the 
Years 1663 and 1664. Edited and annotated by 
H. Sydney Grazebrook. (Mitchell & Hughes, ) 
—The two heraldic visitations which are included 
in this volume will be of great use to genea- 
logists and local historians. Like almost every- 
thing which proceeded from the old heralds, they 
abound in blunders, but their errors are for the 
most part of a harmless nature. Wrong Christian 
names are often given, and sometimes a genera- 
tion has been allowed to drop out. We find little 
of the conscious imposture which disfigures so 
many modern books, where men whose an- 
cestors were peasants or yeomen endeavour to 
persuade the world, and perhaps themselves 
also, that, because there is some similarity in 
names, they are therefore sprung from lines 
which have been famous in history. One absurd 
instance of this sort of vanity is, however, pointed 
out by the editor. The pedigree of Terrick of 
Clayton Griffith was entered in 1663, and Dug- 
dale permitted the arms of the Lincolnshire 
Tyrwhitts to be borne by these people with 
only a border for difference. We are told in a 
note that in other heraldic documents, not given 
here at length, it is distinctly affirmed that 
the Terricks are of the line of Tyrwhitt. Te 
disprovesuch a statement is obviously impossible ; 
but it is so extremely improbable that it may be 
dismissed without examination. The lineage of 
the Tyrwhitts has been carefully studied by 
more than one genealogist possessed of accurate 
knowledge, ma no Staffordshire branch has 
been discovered which can in any way be made 
to connect itself with these people. The true 
derivation of the name has, we believe, been 
discovered by Mr. Grazebrook. Terrick, he 
tells us, is a form of Tellwright, that is Tile- 
wright, one who makes tiles. Had this absurd 
endeavour after a remote gentility been made 
in the nineteenth century we should have been 
amused only, as it occurred in the seventeenth 
we are surprised also. Those who believe that 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries the 
officials of the College of Arms had a complete 
control over the coats of arms of the gentry will 
be not a little astonished by some of the revela- 
tions in the pages before us. As a matter of 
fact, though the heralds possessed then certain 
ill-defined powers which they have now lost, 
what were called usurped arms were relatively 
very nearly as common as they are at the pre- 
sent time. Entries like the following are of 
frequent occurrence : “ Respite given for proofe 
of the armes, but no proofe made”; yet in some 
instances it could be proved, and in most it is 
practically certain, that the persons so respited 
ceationel to use their marks cf family dis- 
tinction just as if the heralds had cast no 
slur on them. In some cases no doubt new 
coats were invented without the intervention of 
the heralds, but in many instances we believe 
the bearings were of great antiquity, and had 
been handed down from father to son froma 
time long before the heralds were incorporated. 
We could mention several coats which are not 
even now on the heralds’ registers, yet which, to 
one skilled in the science of blazon, indicate 
that they were used long before the complex 
bearings of the Tudor and Stuart times were 
ever dreamt of. Another reason why some arms 
which have been in use for ages seem to have 
no heraldic authority is that the College of 
Arms, like other ancient bodies, does not possess 
a complete series of records. - Dugdale himself, 
in the volume before us, has transcribed a pedi- 
gree of Biddulph from a paper which was itself 
an extract from a visitation k ‘‘ which is not 
now to be found in the Heraulds’ Office.” The 
volume has a serviceable index. We have ex- 
amined it for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the outlandish Scriptural names in which cer- 
tain novelists and writers of satire have delighted 
were abnormally common after the Reformation. 
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In Staffordshire, as elsewhere, they seem to 
have been much rarer than is usually supposed. 
Our search has, however, been rewarded by the 
discovery of two ladies with very strange names. 
Late in the reign of Elizabeth one of the Chet- 
wynds married a woman who is described as 
Atalanta, the daughter of Robert Huick. Her 
surname indicates that she may possibly have 
been of Dutch or Flemish race. Mr. Graze- 
brook mentions a lady who was buried in 1696, 
who bore the name Meliorum. 1s it not possible 
that in this case the person who wrote the 
register from which he quotes may have blun- 
dered ? 

History of the County Buildings of Northamp- 
tonshire: the County Gaol, the oan Hall, the 
Judges’ Lodgings, and County Bridewells: By 
Christopher A. Markham. (Northampion, 
Taylor & Son.)—The only fault to be found 
with this useful little pamphlet is that the illus- 
trations are needlessly rude. Even plans and 
buildings ugly in themselves need not be pre- 
sented in a fashion which reminds us of the en- 
gravings which adorn the volumes that were at 
one tine vended in the shops on London Bridge. 
The text of the book is really instructive ‘as an 
illustration of the gradual but slow growth of 
that feeling which its enemies call ‘‘ humani- 
tarianism,” and others justice. The ordinary 
readers of this generation have no notion of 
what our prisons were like before Howard began 
to direct attention to them. The present tract 
contains few revolting details; but it is clear 
that at Northampton, as elsewhere, things were 
in most evil plight. In the beginning of& this 
century, on the bar of the Criminal Court of the 
Northampton County Hall there was fastened 
an iron instrument or machine resembling a 
handcuff, which was used for inflicting the tor- 
ture known as burning the hand. On this savage 
instrument was the motto, ‘‘Come not here 

ain.” We do not know when the authorities 
left off inflicting this punishment for petty 
thefts, but the Acts of Parliament by which it 
was rendered legal were not repealed until 1827. 
Mr. Markham does not tell us what has become 
of this relic of savagery. If in existence, it is as 
well worth preserving as the ducking-stools and 
scolds’ bridles which are to be found in some 
local museums. We were, of course, aware that 
in former days justices of the peace had in certain 

laces capital jurisdiction. We did not, however, 

now until Mr. Markham informed us that at 
Peterborough ‘‘the Sessions exercises power 
over all crime,” and that within the memory 
of men of the present generation prisoners tried 
before that court have had the sentence of death 
passed on them. He does not, however, go on 
to say that the sentence was ever, in recent days, 
followed by execution. It would be an interest- 
ing matter for the inquiry of some legal anti- 
quary when the lords of manors, courts of 
quarter sessions, and other such bodies lost 
the power they once had of putting their fellow 
creatures to death. 

Old Nottinghamshire. Second Series. Edited 
by John Potter Briscoe. (Hamilton, Adams & 
Co.)—The second series of ‘Old Nottingham- 
shire’ is inferior to the first. The idea of 
gathering in occasional volumes such stray 
fragments of new knowledge as come to light is 
good, but a wise discretion has not been exer- 
cised, The first article in the book, on ‘The 
Raising of the Royal Standard at Nottingham,’ 
is a case in point. It contains nothing that has 
not been recounted in much better language 
many times before. Mr. Broadhurst’s paper 
on ‘English Church Piate,’ on the contrary, 
is very good, and of that by Mr. Toplis, 
on the tradesmen’s tokens of Nottinghamshire 
during the seventeenth century, it would not be 
easy to speak in too high terms. We trust, if 
any future volumes of ‘Old Nottinghamshire 
appear, that the editor will give his readers more 
articles of the character of that by Mr. Toplis, and 
exclude all material that may be found in common 
books of reference. We do not remember that » 
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single one of the parish registers of this county 
has been printed, and we are sure that there are 
hundreds of wills and inventories of Nottingham- 
shire men and women awaiting the printing 
press. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


English Life in China, by Major Henry 
Knollys (Smith, Elder & Co.), is a thoroughly 
bad book—inaccurate, inconsistent, and full of 
exaggerations. The author says in his preface 
that the statements contained in it were ‘‘ taken 
down day by day in shorthand...... while the 
authenticity of the facts has been safe-guarded 
by subsequent careful revision.” If it had not 
been for the last clause, we might have supposed 
that some, at least, of his mistakes had arisen 
from the misreadings of his shorthand notes, 
but the author has himself closed this loophole 
for escape. What the nature of the revision 
could have been it is difficult to imagine. On 
all subjects connected with the Chinese he is 
curiously misinformed. According to him their 
religion consists of ‘‘ idiotic superstitions”; in- 
fanticide is universal; and as to their food, 
‘‘milk is only consumed under circumstances 
too filthy for publication, and the small coarse 
fish like Thames dace or tench, the little lumps 
of fat pork or reeking semi-putrid viscera of 
their unhealthy swine, can only be regarded as 
subsidiary adjuncts to impart flavour to the 
staple bulk of rice.” These wild and sweep- 
ing statements are of themselves sufficient 
to condemn the book, and they are but ex- 
amples of those with which its pages abound. 
But Major Knollys does not even consider it 
necessary to be consistent for two or three pages 
together. In describing a Chinese dinner to 
which he went, and where he met ‘‘ four young 
Chinese ladies of about twenty years old,” he 
says that ‘‘any semblance of a free and easy 
or disrespectful demeanour towards them was 
instantly quietly and indignantly resented.” 
And in the next page but one he retails a con- 
versation he held with one of the four in which 
occurs this passage: ‘‘ ‘That bracelet is very 
pretty. Will you permit me to examine it some- 
what more in detail?’ ‘ There’ (suddenly chucks 
it into my lap; then gabble clatter, gabble 
clatter). ‘I want the pin you have got on your 
neck’ (and she makes a grab at my pearl scarf- 
pin, on which the curious eyes of all the women 
are fixed). I(trying to soften my refusal with a 
deprecatory bow), ‘ Really, really,’ and then 
seeing a corporeal struggle impending, ‘ Well, 
then, I tell you fairly, I won’t.’ Scoffing mimicry 
of me and much anger.” These quotaticns speak 
for themselves, and our readers will be able to 
judge from them the kind of book which Major 
Knollys has thought it worth while to offer to 
the public.

KEATS AT GUY’S HOSPITAL. 
Forest Hill, Dec. 2, 1885. 

In Cowden Clarke’s recollections of Keats, 
reviewed in a past Athenewm, the poet is more 
than once noted as a medical student at St. 
Thomas’s Hospital. Upon that you printed a 
communication of mine in  correction—that 
Keats was specially not a St. Thomas’s, but a 
Guy’s student, his name appearing under a head- 
ing Guy’s, as distinguished from St. Thomas’s, in 
the hospital account books, on the same page with 
Thomas Wakley, founder of the Lancet, coroner 
and member for Finsbury, and Edward Grainger. 

This last week I have, by favour of Dr. Steele 
and the secretary of Guy's, made a further in- 
spection, and I find these conclusive entries : 
“Oct. 1, 1815. John Keats (No. 57) 6 mo. 
Place of education, Mr. T. Hammond, Ed- 
monton. Office fee, 1l. 2s.” Another entry, 
“Dressers of the surgeons, Guy’s Hospital” : 
as pupil, ‘* Oct. 2, 1815, John Keats”; as 

dresser, March 3, 1816.” ‘‘Under whom, 
Mr. L.” Mr. Lucas, here referred to, was sur- 
geon to Guy’s 1799-1824, and had for his 
colleague Astley Cooper, afterwards Sir Astley, 
1800-1841, Keats would probably look to these 
two as his teachers, and he was rather deft at 
surgery. In similar registers, now kept at St. 
Thomas’s, 1812 and again, I find an entry which 
might mislead a casual looker-on,—John Keal, 
certainly not Keats. From this and the fact 
that the pupils of each hospital did, as a matter 
of course, attend the practice of the other, this 
mistake has no doubt arisen. Keats paid a fee 
on entry at Guy’s as Mr. Lucas’s pupil of 251. 4s. ; 
of this amount 6l. 6s. appears to have been 
returned, at this moment I cannot tell why. 
Dean Street, Tooley Street, where Keats lived, 





opposite a Baptist chapel, was in my time (twelve 
years after) noted for quasi-coaching medical 


students at private schools there.

THE BYRON QUARTO. 
33, Tedworth Square, Chelsea, Dec. 7, 1885. 

Ir is certainly worth while to persevere in a 
search for the copy of the little book which con- 
tains the line I have quoted in Notes and Queries, 
for I well remember having read those words in 
the, I think, small octavo volume which was 
lent to me by the late Mrs. Becher. This copy, 
which was not sent tothe Byron Loan Collection 
in 1875, is perfect in every particular, and con- 
tains the offending stanzas. The Newstead copy 
is not complete. Since reading the article in 
the Atheneum I have turned to the copy of 
Karl Elze’s ‘ Life of Byron’ which I bought (for 
old association’s sake) at the shop of Mr. Ridge 
at Newark, on September 30th, 1872, a few days 
after my visit to Southwell. In this copy I find, 
on p. 447, the following note, which I wrote at 
the time: ‘‘I have seen the jirst copy. The 
line runs thus :— 
Through the cracks in thy walls do the hollow winds whistle.” 

I did not mention this matter to my friend, 
the able translator of Elze’s ‘ Life,’ because I 
thought it not impossible that his pen had 
slipped—a most unlikely thing, I now admit— 
nor did I then deem the error of much import- 
ance. I am now inclined to think that my 
friend may possibly have seen another copy, 
and not the one which Mrs. Becher showed to 
me. This copy, with several letters which have 
never been printed, was taken from a strong 
box kept in a remote portion of the house. I 
well remember Mrs. Becher telling me that “all 
these things were not easily accessible, being 
safely locked upin a box.” When, some years 
afterwards, I revisited Southwell, I asked Mrs. 
Becher to allow me to have another peep at that 
precious copy. I had sufficient reasons for wish- 
ing to glance at the title-page and once more to 
peruse the suppressed stanzas. Unfortunately, 
the Fates were against me. Mrs. Becher told 
me that the book was difficult to get at, but 
kindly suggested my calling upon her in a few 
days, when I should have every facility for 
examining the ‘‘ Byron treasures.” This was 
not to be. I was obliged to leave that charming 
avighbourhood on the following day, and on my 
next visit to Southwell it was all too late.

P.S.—Since writing the above I have gone 
more closely into the question of dates, with the 
following result. I must premise that, being 
abroad, I did not happen to see the commence- 
ment of this discussion. It seems to be inferred 
that the quarto of 1806 (which contains, among 
other things, poems dated October and Novem- 
ber, 1806) was the first printed collection of Lord 
Byron’s juvenilia. This assumption is obviously 
erroneous. The copy to which I have alluded 
must have been printed some time previous to 
August 10th, 1806. In a letter to Miss Pigot, 
dated London, August 10th, 1806, Byron writes: 
“TI presume the printer has brought you the off- 
spring of my poetic mania. Remember in the 
first line to read ‘loud the winds whistle,’ in- 
stead of ‘round,’ which that blockhead Ridge 
has inserted by mistake, and makes nonsense of 
the whole stanza.” On the 16th of August Byron 
desires his friend Pigot to order Ridge to sus- 
pend the printing of his poems till further 
notice, as he is resolved ‘‘to give them a new 
form entirely.” Ten days later Byron requests 
Pigot to send the poems to his lodgings in 
London immediately, as he has ‘‘ several altera- 
tions and some additions to make.” Byron 
is particular to state that he requires every 
copy to be sent, as he is about to amend 
them. This injunction may possibly not have 
been complied with, and the copy which I saw 
may have eluded Pigot’s grasp. The quarto 
was ready for presentation in November. Of 





this edition, as is well known, every copy save 
two (there may perchance have been another) 
was destroyed. In January, 1807, a new edition 
of one hundred copies was struck off ; these were 
barely out of hand when Byron began to com- 
pile the ‘ Hours of Idleness.’ This edition was 
ready on the 30th of June, 1807, and by the 
13th of July fifty copies had been sold. 








GREEK FOLK-SONGS AND THE SCIENCE OF 
: FOLK-LORE. 
Athenzum Club, Nov. 30, 1885, 

In your suggestive review of my edition of 
* Greek Folk-sungs’ you note certain omissions, 
but not that one which I myself most regret, 
namely, the essay originally intended for this 
book, and written in the beginning of 1884, 
on those general principles of the classifica- 
tion of folk-lore from which the classification 
of folk-songs, if it is of a scientific character, 
must be derived. Folk-lore and the classifica- 
tion of its subjects is now attracting very con- 
siderable attention. And I trust, therefore, 
that you will permit me briefly to state the main 
principles of that classification of folklore from 
which my division of folk-songs into (1) mytho- 
logical, (2) affectional, and (3) historical is 
derived. 

I. Folk-lore is knowledge of folk-life, or the 
life of the uncultured classes, as distinguished 
from culture-lore, knowledge of individualized 
life, or the life of the cultured classes ; and the 
generalizations arising from these two know- 
ledges are complementary and mutually correc- 
tive divisions of the same mental and moral 
sciences. 

II. The natural classification of the subjects of 
folk-lore, defined as knowledge of folk-life, must 
correspond with the psychological elements of 
folk-life, which again must correspond with the 
general facts of human consciousness and of 
human faculty. 

III. The psychological elements of folk-life 
are: (1) folk-beliefs, (2) folk-passions, and (3) 
folk-traditions ; and as folk-lore is knowledge 
of folk-life, these, therefore, are the natural 
divisions also of the subjects of folk-lore. But 
note that astrology, magic, and witchcraft are 
the physical sciences of the comparatively cul- 
tured classes of primitive society, and there- 
fore do not belong to folk-lore at all, save in so 
far as they have influenced folk-beliefs and 
survive in the expressions of folk-life. 

IV. The expressions of each of the three 
elements of folk-life—folk-beliefs, folk-passions, 
and folk-traditions—are to be found in (1) cus- 
toms, (2) sayings, and (3) poesy ; these are, 
therefore, the natural headings for the registra- 
tion of the facts of folk-lore ; and these facts, 
when so registered, form the three natural classes 
of the records of folk-lore. 

V. Folk-customs, folk -sayings, and folk- 
poesy as expressions of folk-life comprise, each 
of them, expressions of folk-beliefs, of folk- 
passions, and of folk-traditions ; and hence folk- 
customs may be classified as (1) festivals, (2) 
ceremonies, and (3) usages (games being pro- 
bably, for the most part, survivals of festal or 
ceremonial rites) ; folk-sayings may be classified 
as (1) recipes (medical and other), (2) saws 
(proverbs, jests, and riddles), and (3) forecasts 
(weather-lore, &c.); and folk-poesy may be 
classified as (1) stories, (2) songs, and (3) sagas. 

Summarizing the above principles in a sche- 
matic form, they appear as follows :—The 
elements of folk-life and subjects of folk-lore : 
L. Folk-beliefs; II. Folk-passions ; III. Folk-tra- 
ditions. The expressions of folk-life and records 
of folk-lore: I. Folk-customs : (1) festivals, (2) 
ceremonies, (3) usages. II. Folk-sayings: (1) 
recipes, (2) saws, (3) forecasts. II1, Folk-poesy : 
(1) stories, (2) songs (mythological, affectional, 
and historical), (3) sagas.

| Ellis, disposed of the other day, solves the 
mystery as to the identity of the anonymous 
collector who offered the collection of thirty- 
five to public competition in Messrs. Sotheby 
& Co.’s roomslast March. In some quarters 
the sale of these relics has been attributed to 
a collector who never possessed them. It is 
also interesting to learn how highly they 
were valued by the dealer in whose hands 
they were; for, although the thirty-five 
letters sold in March realized no less than 
544/., the fact that twenty-two of them re- 
mained in Mr. Ellis’s hands seems to indi- 
cate that that number was “ bought in.” 


Dr. Furnivati, whose father’s connexion 
with Shelley is well known, has started a 
Shelley Society, to hold meetings for papers 
and discussions on the poet’s works, reprint 
his original editions, publish facsimiles of 
his MSS., and act his plays, &c. The society’s 
first meeting will probably be held in March 
next, and in May the ‘Cenci’ will be per- 
formed for the first time in a London theatre, 
Miss Alma Murray taking the part of 
Beatrice. Mr. W. M. Rossetti, Mr. Bux- 
ton Forman, Mr. Todhunter, Mr. Stopford

Yer another society is also on the point of 
starting—an English Goethe Society, which 
is to aim at promoting the study of Goethe 
and publishing matter illustrative of his 
life and works. It will probably be affiliated 
to the German Goethe Gesellschaft, and 
its members will receive on advantageous 


terms the latter’s publications. These will 
include the most interesting among the 
documents lately bequeathed by Goethe’s 
heirs to the Grand Duchess of Saxe- Weimar 
—documents which throw a new and vivid 
light upon nearly every period of the poet’s 
life. The first issue, to be printed in the 
forthcoming Goethe Jahrbuch, will consist of 
two very curious series of early letters, to 
Goethe’s sister, 1765-7, and to Behrisch, 
1766-8, partly written in English, and con- 
taining, iter alia, an English poem to 
Schlosser, an unfinished tragedy, ‘ Bel- 
sazar,’ other dramatic fragments, poems 
to his mother, &c. These will be followed 
by a volume of letters to Frau Rath. An 
arrangement has been made with the pub- 
lisher of the Goethe Gesellschaft by which 
the back volumes of the Goethe Jahrbuch 
will, so far as the stock lasts, be supplied 
| at a reduced rate to English members, who 





| will thus be placed on the same footing 
|as German members. The extent of the 
| proposed society’s publications must, of 

course, be determined by the measure of 
| support which it receives from the public.

WE are glad to hear that Mr. Charles 
Kent is making satisfactory progress towards 
recovery since he lately underwent a serious 
operation, performed by Mr. H. Smith, 
surgeon to King’s College Hospital.

A votumE is to be issued soon entitled 
‘ Hood in Scotland,’ collected and arranged 
by Mr. A. Elliot. The idea occurred to the 
writer that, notwithstanding the time that 
has elapsed since Hood first visited Dundee, 
some traces of his residence might yet be 
obtained; and that it might still be possible 
to gather together a few facts about the 
family history. The search has resulted in 
the acquisition, it is said, of much that 18 
new about the poet, which, when published, 
will throw fresh light both upon himself 
his family antecedents.

Tue translation of Amiel’s ‘Journal In- 
time,’ on which Mrs. Humphry Ward has 
been for some time engaged, will appear on 
Tuesday next in two volumes. 

Oxe of the most esteemed of Danish 
critics, Dr. OC. F. B. Rosenberg, died on the 
grd inst. after a long and very painful 
illness. Dr. Rosenberg was born at Skan- 
derborg in 1828. He was the editor of 
Heimdal as well as a copious contributor to 
other leading periodicals. 

Sr. PereRsBURG newspapers announce the 
death, at the age of sixty-three, of Alexander 
Ivanovich Palm, a popular writer of fiction. 
He was originally an officer in the Guards. 
Hisliterary career began about 1840, with the 
publication of short tales and verse, but was 
interrupted for twenty years by his being 
involved in a political plot. After long con- 
finement before his trial, he was reduced to 
the ranks and banished from the capital—a 
punishment which was remitted in 1859 by 
the late emperor. About 1870 he resumed 
his pen with great energy, and produced 
‘The Old Squire,’ which is largely auto- 
biographical ; ‘ Sick Folk,’ a comedy ; ‘The 
Citizeness’; ‘The St. Petersburg Cricket’; 
and many other works, which appeared in 
the Vyestnik Zvropy, and other leading 
magazines and journals; and he was en- 
gaged upon a novel when death arrested 
his pen for ever.

He afterwards 
added thirty-three volumes by different authors, 
making up the number to eighty.” 

Mr. Datpy sends us the following 
account of the results of the Berne confer- 
ence on copyright :— 

“After considering the proceedings of its 
Previous meetings, the convention adopted a 
definitive scheme for an ‘international union’ 
for guarding the rights of literary, musical, 
dramatic, and artistic property, which now only 
awaits the sanction of the countries represented 
and the adherence of any other countries who 
might like to join it. France, Germany, 
England, Italy, Spain, Belgium, Holland, 





Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, the United 
States, the Argentine Republic, Hayti, Hon- 
duras, Paraguay, and Tunis were officially 
represented. The conference determined to 
give to the literature and art of all 
countries adhering to the union complete 
protection in each country during the ex- 
istence of the copyright in the country of 
origin or in the country in which a copyright is 
invaded, whichever is the shorter period. Also, 
to give an author the exclusive right to translate, 
or authorize a translation of, his work for ten 
years, instead of for one year as provided by 
most international treaties. Also, to treat a 
translation as an original work. Also, to give 
the author of a work of fiction the exclusive 
right to dramatize it, subject to the internal 
copyright laws of the country of origin of the 
work and the country of the appearance of the 
dramatized plot. The minister of the United 
States was not authorized to take any part in the 
discussions, but he laid before the convention 
an official assurance that his country accepted 
the principle that all literature should receive 
the same protection, whether produced by its 
own subjects or the subjects of other nations ; 
adding that, although the question was sur- 
rounded by difficulties, they ought to yield to 
some international general arrangement which 
should be equitable and simple.” 

A good deal of this is already known to our 
readers, as it was published in our letter 
from Antwerp (Athen., September 26th).

The Races of Britain: a Contribution to the 
Anthropology of Western Europe. By J. 
Beddoe, M.D., F.R.S. (Bristol, Arrow- 
smith ; London, Triibner & Co.) 


Dr. Beppor’s work has been long expected ; 
it is a pleasure to be able to add at once, it 
was well worth waiting for. As far back as 
1868 the manuscript essay, of which the 
present volume is the greatly enlarged and 
modified outcome, carried off the prize of a 
hundred and fifty guineas offered for public 
competition at the Welsh Eisteddfod. Some 
of the unsuccessful competitors—notably Mr. 
Owen Pike and the late Dr. Nicholas—were 
content to publish their essays at once in 
the original shape. But Dr. Beddoe, the 
winner of the prize; who had already de- 
voted fifteen years to the strict application 
of scientific method to the ethnology of 
Britain and Western Europe, remained still 
so far dissatisfied with his own results that 
he gave seventeen more years of unceasing 
labour to the accumulation of a still greater 
store of observations and inductions. The 
total outcome of this profound research is a 
vast and solid substructure for the entire 
edifice of British ethnography, such as future 
thinkers may perhaps, indeed, supplement 
or modify, but will never probably supersede 
or overthrow. 

The special peculiarity of Dr. Beddoe’s 
oe ery consists in his employment 

oth of the historical and of the an- 
thropometric methods. In the use of the 
latter instrument of research, which now 
promises to become so fruitful of valuable 
results, he was in fact one of the earliest 
pioneers. Recognizing the uncertainty of 
casual observation on racial characteristics, 
he set to work with deliberate care to note 
everywhere the colour of hair and eyes, to 
measure the length and breadth of skulls, 
and to accumulate definite numerical sta- 
tistics upon all matters of physical appear- 





ance generally. Such statistics, as he soon 
discovered, often bring out results singularly 
different from the passing impressions of 
the intelligent observer. We are struck, as 
a rule, rather by the unusual than by the 
usual people, and we frequently form our 
conception of a class or race either from its 
best or worst representatives,—from its 
abnormal members or from the special 
society with which accident happens to 
bring us into closest contact. Dr. Bed- 
doe has carefully guarded against any 
such intrusions of pure chance or of the 
personal equation. He has visited almost 
every county and large town of England, 
Scotland, Wales, and Ireland; he has 
observed, measured, and reduced to tabular 
statements the personal peculiarities of 
hundreds of thousands among their in- 
habitants, of all sexes, ranks, and ages; 
and he has compared the outcome by 
statistical methods with the results ob- 
tained in other European countries, and 
especially in those whose ethnographic ante- 
cedents most nearly resemble our own— 
Flanders, Brabant, Bavaria, and Switzer- 
land. The evidential value of his laborious 
tables can, of course, only properly be 
estimated by brother anthropologists, who 
will recognize in them scrupulous care, 
profound knowledge of inductive method, 
and able avoidance of possible sources 
of error; but the historical student and 
the general reader will doubtless be 
content to take the main conclusions for 
the most part on trust, without plodding 
through the vast array of justificatory figures 
on which those conclusions are ultimately 
based. A little story told by the author 
will sufficiently illustrate the difficulty 
with which the statistics were often ori- 
ginally obtained. Travelling once in the 
west of Ireland on an anthropometric tour 
with Dr. Barnard Davis, the craniologist, 
and Dr. Wise, of archeological fame, he 
found the Kerry men had a natural dis- 
inclination to submit their heads to the 
arbitrament of the measuring tape. So he 
had recourse to an ingenious ruse :— 

‘‘ Whenever a likely little squad of natives 
was encountered the two archwologists got up 
a dispute about the relative size and shape of 
their own heads, which I was called in to settle 
with the callipers. The unsuspecting Irishmen 
usua!ly entered keenly into the debate, and 
before the little drama had been finished were 
eagerly betting on the sizes of their own heads, 
and begging to have their wagers determined in 
the same manner.” 

Dr. Beddoe begins at the beginning, and the 
beginning just now, in our present ignorance 
of our miocene progenitors, lies, of course, 
with paleolithic man. Accepting hypothetic- 
ally Prof. Boyd Dawkins’s very doubtful 
identification of the cavemen with the modern 
Eskimo, he goes on to show that some traces 
of a Mongoloid race, most notably indicated 
by the oblique eye, may still be sus 
in the population of Wales and of the west 
of England. Has he ever looked for that eye 
in the border counties of Scotland, where it 
seems to co-exist sometimes with the broad 
cheek-bones, narrow chin, and concave nose 
that go to make up the usual type-form ? 
An Africanoid type, distinguished by pro- 
gnathism, and oaoae derived from the 
widely diffused Ibero-Berber race, also turns 


up pretty frequently in Ireland, Dorset and 


Devon, and Wales. ‘Eloquence, or at 
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least readiness of \speech, seems to be a 
general characteristit of the type,” and little 
side-notes of equal ethnical interest occur 
on every page with regard to the mental or 
moral characteristics of the different races. 
Passing on to the long-headed neolithic 
men and their broad-skulled conquerors of 
the bronze age, Dr. Beddoe asks pertinently, 
What has now become of the latter? Perhaps, 
he answers—and the answer has already 
been suggested by others—they were never 
more than a dominant caste. At all events, 
continued admixture with the earlier and 
later races has long since toned down their 
marked peculiarities, and the type itself is 
now but poorly represented in our existing 
ie aggre In the chapters on Britain 
efore, during, and after the Roman period 
a little too much stress is perhaps laid on 
the very doubtful historical evidence. We 
know that casual observation, even at first 
hand, is now worth but very little: why 
should we believe the second-hand casual 
observation of Tacitus and Jerome to be 
worth anything? Dr. Beddoe shows some 
wholesome scepticism about the Triads and 
Llywarch Hen ; we could wish that he had 
extended it somewhat more boldly to the 
cases of Dr. Guest and of the arch-humbug 
Gildas. For it is with the Anglo-Saxon 
conquest and the question of the survival or 
extermination of the prior inhabitants that 
the really important ethnographic difficulties 
finally arise. Admitting that the population 
of Britain in the fifth century was a mixed 
mass of paleolithic, neolithic, and later 
elements, did the Teutonic conquest entirely 


supersede it throughout the greater part of 
the island or did it merely introduce into 
the complex total one new dominant factor ? 
On this most fundamental question of British 
ethnology Dr. Beddoe’s wide-spread and 
systematic researches point distinctiy towards 


the last-named conclusion. ‘It is not very 
long,” he says, ‘‘since educated opinion 
considered the English and Lowland Scots 
an almost purely Teutonic people. Now, 
the current runs so much the other way that 
I have had to take up the attitude of an 
apologist of the ‘Saxon’ view.” But the 
apology is, indeed, very half-hearted. 
Prof. Freeman and the Teutonists would no 
doubt prefer an open foe to such a candid 
friend as Dr. Beddoe. He frankly gives up 
nearly half the ground at once, and is con- 
tent with endeavouring to prove that in the 
remaining moiety about three-fifths of the 
blood is demonstrably Teutonic. The most 
enthusiastic philo-Celt would hardly demand 
a larger concession than that. 

This main result is arrived at in the end 
by the following process. Dr. Beddoe starts 
by showing on good evidence that the colour 
of the hair and the hue of the iris are so 
nearly permanent in the races of man as to 
form together a fairly trustworthy mark of 
descent. On this basis he constructs what 
he calls his index of nigrescence, obtained by 
subtracting the number of red or fair haired 
persons in each locality from that of the 
dark-haired, together with twice the black- 
haired, the last factor being doubled in 
order to give proper value to the increased 
tendency to melanosity shown in such cases. 
He next takes it for granted (though this 
is a distinct concession to the Teutonists) 
that while blonds may have been fairly 
numerous among some of the-pra-Teutonic 





elements, and especially among the bronze- 
age race, yet the greater part of the blond 
population of modern Britain, or at all 
events of the eastern parts, derive their 
ancestry from the Anglo-Saxons and Scandi- 
navians. And his final deduction from these 
premises runs thus :— 

‘* A comparison of the Indices of Nigrescence 
in the continental regions whence these last- 
named invaders came with those found in the 
parts of the British Isles where they settled, and 
those of the purest Gaelic and so-called Celtic 
stocks, leads towards the conclusion that in 
some parts of the east and north Anglo-Saxon 
or Scandinavian blood predominates, and that 
in the greater part of England it amounts to 
something like a half. For example, if we put 
the index of Friesland and Lower Saxony at 
about —20, and that of West Cornwall and of 
Carmarthenshire (neither of which districts is 
free from Anglo-Saxon intermixture), at + 60, 
the mean, + 20, may be expected to represent 
a mixed population, in which these two stocks 
are of nearly equal potency. On examination 
of the coloured map, constructed from personal 
observation, it will be found that a very large 
part of England, and almost the entire east of 
Scotland, yield indices lower than + 20, and, 
by hypothesis, should have a larger proportion 
of the Saxon than of the Welsh element in the 
blood of the people.” 


The general moral is briefly this: nowhere 
do races die out utterly. Each successive 
wave of population leaves its mark finally 
upon the resulting mixture. 

In a chapter of general commentary on the 
tables, Dr. Beddoe lays down in detail the 
results arrived at for each district, county, 
and main division, as well as the probable 
ethnological and historical facts to which 
they point back. For ordinary readers this 
detailed account, which begins with Shet- 
land and ends with Kerry, will doubtless prove 
the most interesting portion of the whole 
volume. It would be impossible still further 
to summarize with any fulness the summary 
of results; it should be carefully studied by all 
historical students in the words of the original. 
Dr. Beddoe’s perfect candour and freedom 
from preconception, as well as the impersonal 
statistical nature of the evidence employed, 
give it a high scientific character extremely 
unusual in argumentative works upon this 
vexed question. But, besides the main 
summary, the remarks on the ethnologic 
importance of the Norman conquest, and on 
the return wave of the older populations 
from Wales, Scotland, and Ireland upon 
the more deeply Teutonized portions of 
the island, possess also a marked anthro- 
pological value. For example, in the 
counties adjacent to Wales, Dr. Beddvoe 
shows that a large proportion of the present 
inhabitants—in some places as large as one- 
third—is descended from Welsh immigrants; 
while the Irish-born element formed 6°18 
per cent. in Scotland in the census of 1871, 
and 24 per cent. in England. In Liverpool 
it was as high as 15°5 percent. To this must 
be added the considerable number of persons 
of Irish blood, but Scotch or English birth, 
the total Irish element for the two kingdoms 
inclusive being estimated at about two 
million souls. It is a matter for public 
congratulation that at the very moment 
when the old local divisions are on the 
point of being obliterated, by centralization, 
immigration, and the general movement of 
population due to the railway system, so 
accurate and painstaking an observer as 





Dr. Beddoe should have intervened to pre- 
serve for us the most important facts of 
racial character before they have beep 
inextricably blended together for ever into 
one central British type. 








New Theories of Matter and Force. By William 
Barlow. (Sampson Low & Co.)—This is ap 
ingenious attempt to explain all physical pheno. 
mena as due to the existence of two primordial 
substances or ethers, one of them much more 
compressible than the other. At some loy 
pressure the densities of the two are equal, At 
greater pressures the more compressible is the 
denser, and at less pressures the reverse holds, 
The author endeavours to prove that a mixture 
of the two when subjected to changes of pressure 
will assume a granular structure, with the par. 
ticles of the one symmetrically disposed about 
those of the other. The attempt is made to 
show that the existence of chemical elements, 
the forces of gravitation and capillarity, electrical 
and magnetic effects, and the phenomena of 
light can be thus explained ; what we commonly 
call matter being granulated ether, while the 
medium which by its vibrations produces light 
and electricity is ungranulated ether. The 
reasoning appears to be a little loose in 
some respects, and suggests the thought that 
any desired conclusion could with equal plausi- 
bility be deduced from the same fundamental 
assumptions. The author, however, writes with 
more moderation and reasonableness than is 
usual with the propounders of new theories of 
the universe ; and those who are groping their 
way after some rational explanation of the con- 
stitution of matter may, perhaps, find in this 
work some useful suggestions. 








ASTRONOMICAL NOTES. 


Pror. E. 8S. Hotpen, who succeeded the late 
Prof. Watson (who died about five years ago) 
as Director of the Washburn Observatory at 
Madison, Wisconsin, has been elected President 
of the University of California and Director of 
the Lick Observatory, recently erected on 80 
magnificent a scale on Mount Hamilton. This 
appointment falls in with the expectations of 
the astronomical world, Prof. Holden having 
practically the direction, as consulting astro- 
nomer, of the works at this observatory, and 
having visited it on several occasions during 
their progress. He proposes to enter upon his 
new duties about the beginning of January, 
after which practical astronomical work at the 
observatory will be commenced as soon as p0s- 
sible, it being hoped that arrangements will be 
made by which the meridian circle and the 
12-inch Clark refractor may forthwith be brought 
into actual use. To the ordinary English reader 
Prof Holden is best known by his ‘ Life of Sir 
William Herschel,’ which was published in 1881. 
He will probably be succeeded at the Washburn 
Observatory by Prof. W. A. Rogers, of Harvard 
College. 

The small planet, No. 249, discovered by Prof. 
C. H. F Peters at the Litchfield Observatory of 
Hamilton College, Clinton, N.Y., on the- 16th 
of August, has been named Ilse, The date of 
the discovery of No. 252 (which was for some 
time thought to be Rosa, No. 223), by M. 
Perrotin at Nice, was October 11th, not 27th as 
announced in the Atheneum of November 7th. 

Two new comets were discovered last week: 
the first by M. Faber at the Paris Observatory, 
on the evening of the 1st inst., the second 
Mr. Barnard at Nashville, Tennessee, on we 
morning of the 4th. These will reckon respec

expedition, and stated that his discovery of the Lion 
Tomb at Cnidus gave him a clue to the construction 
of the Mausoleum by the use of a tholus, of which 
there are examples not only in the Lion Tomb, but 
in the Well of | aad te in the island of Cos and 
at Mycene. He was astonished to find that the 
lower cell of the so-called prison of St. Peter at 
Rome was part of a tholus, proving the Eastern 
origin of the Etruscans. It was either a treasury or 
built over the spring which rises in it as at Cos. He 
stated that he explored the whole west coast of Asia 
Minor, from Caria to the Dardanelles, visiting Alex- 
andria, Troas, Assus, Pergamus, Sardis, Ephesu 
Priene, Miletus, Iassus, Euromus, and Heracleia, an 
identified the sites of Myrina, Grynium, and 
Scepsis. At Pergamus he had remarked traces of 
fine architecture on the Acropolis, where the Ger- 
mans subsequently made most important discoveries. 
The excavations in which he had taken part ex- 
tended over a period of ten or twelve years, but not 
continuously. In 1861 he excavated the Temple of 
Dionysus at Teos for the Society of Dilettanti. He 
Sound that the temple had been rebuilt in Roman 
times, and not on the pseudo-dipteral plan of 
Hermogenes. In 1866 he excavated the Temple of 
Apollo Smintheus in the Troad, which turned oat 
to be of the original plan, being pseudo - dipteral 
octastyle with fourteen columns on the flanks. But 
more remarkable for the beauty of its architecture 
was the Temple of Athene Poliasat Priene, which he 
excavated for the same society in 1869-70. An in- 
scription on one of the aule showed that it was 
dedicated by Alexander the Great. The ruins un- 
covered were found to be well preserved, so that 
the restoration was a comparatively easy task. The 
principal members of the architecture were removed 
to England, and are now placed in the Mausoleum 
Room of the British Museum, where they may be 
compared with those of the Mausoleum designed by 
the same architect. The paper was illustrated by 
several large coloured views taken from those now 
at the Burlington Fine-Art Club.—Mr. Walford re- 
marked that the Temple of Apoilo Smintheus was 
mentioned in the first book of the Iliad, but he 
was not quite sure that the derivation of Smintheus 
mentioned by Mr. Pullan was correct.—The Rev. 
J. Hirst had lately heard from the director of the 
German excavations at Pergamus that the ruins of 
a temple of Athene had recently been discovered 
there.

effects of different = of the solar spectrum on 
the transpiration of plants. His conclusions are 
that his experiments prove that Wiesner’s results 
are correct; that transpiration per se (theoretic- 
ally distinct from the purely physical process of 
evaporation, which takes place from all moist sur- 
faces and bodies, dead or alive) is especially, if not 
solely, referable to those particular bands of light 
which are absorbed by chlorophyll; and that such 
light being arrested is converted into heat, which 
raises the temperature within the tissues, and causes 
the loss of water. The only additional facts ad- 
vanced, and those tentatively, are that yellow light 
has a retarding influence upon transpiration, and 
that “life ’ has a retarding influence upon evapora- 
tion as distinct from transpiration.— Prof. T. S. 
Cobbold’s ‘Notes on Parasites collected by the 
late Chas. Darwin’ contained a letter from Mr. 
Darwin when transmitting the author the 
specimens in 1869. Dr. Cobbold supplied memor- 
anda concerning eight of them, only one, how- 
ever, Distoma incerta, proving new.— A paper 
was read ‘On Castilloa elastica, Cerv., and 
some Allied Plants,’ by Sir J. D. Hooker. The 
author states that under the name Castilloa clastica 
probably more than one species exist. The true 
plant first described by Cervantes has flowered and 
fruited in Ceylon; it is now fully described and 
figured, with remarks on allied plants also yielding 
Panama india-rubber. Seeds collected by Mr. Cross 
in 1875 failed to germinate, but cuttings were also 
introduced, and from them plants were distributed 

















to various colonies. Some difficulty is found in 
propagating by cuttings, as the side branches which 
are deciduous will not strike root, but seedlings 
have now been raised at Peradenyia, and the culture 
is, therefore, assured. An account of the introduc- 
tion of the plant is appended.—A paper was read by 
Mr. P. H. Carpenter ‘ On the Variationsin the Form 
of the Cirri in certain Comatula.’ The shape and 
number of the cirrus joints of Antedon phalangium 
vary so greatly, both in the same individual and im 
individuals from different localities, that if the two 
extreme forms were met with in an isolated con- 
dition they would assuredly be referred to different 
species of Antedon. The cirri of this species are 
classed by the author under four types :—(a) long 
jointed ; (6) intermediate ; (c) square jointed ; (d) 
short jointed. (a) is the Grleal toon, which occurs 
in the Mediterranean variety, but is also found in the 
Atlantic specimens together with (5), and also, but 
more rarely, (c); while (d) is confined to individuals 
from the Minch and the Ross-shire coast, occurring 
together with (c), which is rare in examples from the 
Atlantic, except in those dredged by the Dacia on the 
Seine bank.—The Secretary summarized a paper by 
Mr. J. Baly ‘ On the Colombian Species of the Geass 
Diabrotica, in which the author divides the genus 
into two sections, dependent on the lengths of the 
second and third joints of the antenne. 


ZOOLOGICAL.—Dec. 1.—Prof. W. H. Flower, Pre- 
sident, in the chair.—The Secretary read a report 
on the additions made to the Society’s menagerie 
during November.—Mr. F. Day exhibited and made 
remarks on a curious fish, supposed to be a hybrid 
between the dab (Pleuronectes limanda) and the 
flounder (P. flesus).—Mr. Sclater laid on the table 
specimens of some rare birds sent for exhibition by 
Mr. Whitely, of Woolwich, and called special atten- 
tion to a hornbill which seemed to prove that 
Buceros casuarinus, described by Mr. G. R. Gray 
in 1871 from the head only, was merely the young 
stage of Bycanistes cylindricus.—Mr. EK. L. Phillips 
exhibited a fine series of heads of antelopes obtained 
during his recent expedition to Somali Land in 
company with Messrs. James, and read notes on 
their habits and localities——Mr. W. T. Blanford ex- 
hibited, on behalf of Capt. C. 8. Cumberland, the 
head of a wild sheep from Ladak, supposed to bea 
hybrid between Oris hodgsoni and Ovis vignei.— 
Papers and letters were read : by Mr. J. B. Sutton, om 
the origin of the urinary bladder, in which he en- 
deavoured to show that the atrophy of the gills in 
all forms of the vertebrates above the amphibians 
might possibly be explained by the assumption 
of embryonic respiration by the allantois,—from 
Lieut.-Col. Swinhoe, containing the fourth _ 
of his memoir on the Lepidoptera of Bombay 
and the Deccan, the present paper concluding his 
description of the Heterocera, and also containin 
descriptions of the Tortricide and Tineina, whic 
had been worked out by Lord Walsingham,—from 
Dr. R. W. Shufeldt, containing a memoir on the 
comparative osteology of the Trochilide, Capri- 
mulgida, and Cypselide, in which the author came 
to the conclusion that the Trochilide should form 
an order by themselves, and were not nearly related 
to the Cypselidz, which were only much modified 
Passeres,—by Mr. F. E. Beddard, the second of his 
series of notes on the Isopoda collected during the 
voyage of H.M.S. Challenger, the present paper 
treating of specimens referable to the family Mun- 
nopside,— and from Mr. M. Jacoby, containing 
descriptions of some new species and a new genus 
of phytophagous Coleoptera.

Mymarida,and exhibited photographs of the insects. 
Mir. A. E. Shaw exhibited an undetermined species 
of Conicephalus, which had been taken in a hothouse 
at Birmingham ; it was believed to be an Australian 
or South American species.—Mr. G. T. Porritt exhi- 
bited two species of a melanic variety of Agrotis 
obelisca from Sligo.—Mr. Dunning read a note on 
the election of Honorary Members. 








MICROSCOPICAL.—Wov. 11.—Rev. Dr. Dallinger, 
President, in the chair.—The President referred in 
feeling terms to the death of Dr. W. B. Carpenter, 
a Fellow, and formerly President, of the Society, 
and a resolution of condolence with his family was 
passed—Mr. Beck exhibited a portable form of his 
“Star” microscope,and Mr. Crisp exhibited a micro- 
scope with focussing adjustment by means of a piece 
of catgut, which it was claimed gave a very simple 
and easy motion.—Mr. J. Mayall, jun., exhibited the 
Helot-Trouvé electric photophore, which had been 
recommended as an excellent illuminant for micro- 
scopical purposes.—Mr. Groves exhibited a Barrett 
microtome, a very large form intended for cutti 
sections of exceptional size.—Mr. Dowdeswell exhi- 
bited a cholera bacillus showing a flagellum at. 
either end, one straight and the other coiled.—Mr. 
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Nelson exhibited a very fine image of Triceratium 
septangulatum, showing markings in the areolation 
with a Zin. objective and the low aperture of 0'29.— 
Mr. Badcock described an unknown fresh-water 
organism closely resembling a polycystin.—The Pre- 
sident suggested that it might possibly be one of the 
various forms of Actinophrys.—A paper was read by 
Mr. W. B. Turner describing some new and rare 
desmids; also one by Dr. Giltay, of Holland, on the 
proper mode of describing the amplifying power of 
alens or objective.—Mr. Crisp read a paper on the 
limits of resolution in the microscope, in which he 
showed that whilst the limit with the white light 
might be taken at 146,543 lines to the inch, the use 
of monochromatic light gave an increase to 158,845, 
and with photography to 193,037.—A paper was read 
by Dr. Lavis on preparing sections of pumice and 
other vesicular rocks.

CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 

Mr. J. H. Potten’s introduction to the 
Journal of Richard Doyle in the Year 149 
(Smith, Elder & Co.) is appreciative and sympa. 
thetic, and it tells just as much as we want to 
know, and no more. The journal itself, which 
has been reproduced in a neat script, with the 
scores of errors of boyish spelling and question. 
able grammar, is enriched with hundreds of 
sketches made in a book with a pen, and, for the 
works of a boy of fifteen, wonders of obseryg. 
tion and keen wit ; they illustrate the doings of 
** Dicky ” and his father, brothers, and sisters 
while he was living at home, and witnessing, as 
his father wished him to do, processions, re. 
views, and other public ceremonies. Runs ip 
the parks, visits to the Zoological Gardens, 
skating, and walks here, there, and every where, 
with domestic scenes, theatrical perfo: 
the Academy, National Gallery, the Tower, and 
the Opera, are depicted in a manner few, if any, 
could have surpassed, and they are just the 
sort of things we should attribute to Doyle the 
boy. Many of them are as good as anything he 
ever did ; for instance, the two men on p. 38, 
the crowd witnessing illuminations in St. James's 
Street on p. 23, the itinerant preacher denouncing 
mankind to four little boys on p. 135, the hair. 
dresser’s ‘‘saloon” on p. 110, and the dis 
mounted Guards on p. 70, with “‘ Dicky” him- 
self—a boy in a tasselled cap, belt, large collar, 
tight trousers, and loose coat — marchin 
nervously observant, and sketch-book in hand 
The artist often appears in these designs alone 
or with some of his family. We presume the 
drawings have been much reduced in size, and 
we think the process employed is not good 
enough for the purpose. 

The Wanderings of the Beetle, illustrated and 
written by E. P. Warren and C, F. M. Cleverly 
(Griffith, Farran & Co.), describes the progress of 
an in-rigged pair-oar boat and its crew of four on 
foreign rivers from Liége to Pont de l’Arche. 
The voyage must have been full of incident to 
which the chronicler has not the knack of 
giving life or colour, and he rarely describes the 
scenery with energy enough to make us see it 
Some of the sketches are pretty enough to 
justify their publication, but they are all trivial 
at the best. As an itinerary of the hotels the 
text may be useful to tourists. The best cut is 
a view of the stately church of St. Leu d’Esserent 
on the Oise. It is noteworthy that the travel- 
lers were repeatedly taken for Prussians, and 
treated accordingly. It was nevertheless ev 
dently a delightful trip. 

The Riviera, by H. Macmillan (Virtue & 0o.), 
has been reprinted from the Art Journal, and, 
with its numerous charming woodcuts, makess 
pretty book to look at. The letterpress, which 
we have seen before, is by no means lively, 
bright, or graceful. Dr. Macmillan trudges 
through his subject with an honourable com 
scientiousness, and he must feel that he has 
done his duty, but he fails to amuse. 

Italy from the Alps to Mownt Etna (Virtue & 
Co.) contains a great many excellent woodcuts 
of subjects historical, romantic, and picturesque, 
a considerable number of which, we think, we 
have seen before. The anonymous author has 
not much to tell that is new, and he 
his tale, such as it is, in a commonplace Way; 
slightly enlivened at times by a tendency © 
gush, which reaches a climax in the desert, 
of Naples.

picturesque, now on the historical, now 
architectural elements of the subject, 1 
attractive by excellent etchings and tolerably 
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cuts. The best etchings are first rate ; 
cs. es Windsor Park,’ by Mr. F. Slocombe, 
and ‘Deer,’ by Mr. H. Hardy. As a popular 
and intelligent account of the Castle we can 
recommend this volume as in every way suited 
to the drawing-room table. 

The Life of owr Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
illustrated from the Italian Painters of the Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, and Sixteenth Centuries (National 
Society's Depository) has, by way of preface, a 
highly intelligent and critical essay on the growth, 
aims, and developments of religious art in Italy, 
by Mr. F. T. Palgrave. Each well-weighed and 
thoughtful sentence is worth reading. Special 
notes are added on the pictures, which have been 
reproduced on a small scale andin colours. The 
draughtsman of the greater number is Mr. J. E. 
Goodall, the chromo-lithographer M. C. Delaye, 
of Paris. A number of fine examples, especially 
those expressing imaginative, or rather visionary, 
sympathy with the subject, have been selected 
from among the works of Fra Angelico, F. P. 
Lippi, B. Luini, G. da Fabriano, Cigoli, Cima, 
P. Perugino, and others. The general purport 
of the book is well represented by the title. 
Mr. Palgrave vouches for the beauty of the 
drawings made by Mr. Goodall, from which the 
chromo-lithographs were taken ; of the latter it 
is right to say that, considering their small size 
and the other indispensable conditions of their 
publication, the greater number are very 
good. Many of them — such as Perugino’s 
‘Entombment’; Fra Angelico’s ‘ Crucifixion,’ 
‘Betrayal,’ and ‘Entry into Jerusalem’; an 
Duccio’s ‘ Our Lord before Pilate ’—are, in their 
way, worthy of praise. On the whole, a very 
ambitious effort has been extremely successful. 

The Sermon on the Mount appears in an édition 
de luxe under the auspices of Messrs. Hodder 
& Stoughton, who have published the handsome 
volume in a cover which, though somewhat too 
gay, is not offensive. The text is enclosed in 
borders of elaborate, but seldom fine design, and 
occasionally accompanied by cleverly drawn and 
spirited cuts referring to the sermon itself. 
The scroll borders are excellent ; the figures they 
include are often bad. The larger cuts comprise 
landscapes and figure subjects, some of which 
possess merit, such as Solomon descending 
the steps of his palace, which is spectacular and 
energetic, and one or two designs by Mr. Sand- 
ham and F. S. Church. Some of the Syrian land- 
scapes are very brilliant and good ; they seem to 
be copied from photographs, to which we have 
no objection under the circumstances. 








MR. DAVID COX, JUN. 

Tat David Cox was born one hundred and 
two years ago is a fact forced upon us by the 
obituary of the 4th inst., which records that, in 
his seventy-seventh year, his only child passed 
fromamong us, David Cox, jun. ,as he has always 
been called, was born, as Dr, Solly has told us, 
“in a small cottage at the corner of Dulwich 
Common, just passing the College on the road 
to the right,” where ‘* the young man from the 
country” had, the year before, taken home his 
bride, Miss Mary Ragg, a delicate woman at that 
time, who in later life helped her husband and 
son in no small degree David junior was the 
baby” to nurse whom his father often ran 
home from his pupils. He was his father’s play- 
ng, Companion, pupil, and, in art, somewhat 
Pale reflection. He shared the great painter's 
anxieties, poverty, domestic happiness, and good 
fortune; he became the helpmate of his old 
age, his heir, the repertory of facts and thoughts 
concerning him, and the glad witness of his 
fame. The “ junior” was in his sixth year when 
his father went into Herefordshire to teach 
Wing in a girls’ school for 100/. per annum ; 
and he was partly educated, on economical terms, 
. the Hereford Grammar ‘School. The boy 
ved with his father in many places, shared his 
im England and on the Continent, and, 

g to become an artist in 1826, re- 





moved with his parents from Hereford to 
London in 1827, when the family first occupied 
No. 9, Foxley Road, Kennington Common, the 
front of which some one ought to mark with a 
white stone. In the companionship of his father 
the young student came to know all sorts of 
people, and developed his own working powers 
and intelligence. In due time he made con- 
siderable progress in art. His first appearance 
as a painter was in 1827, when he sent ‘ Cottage 
in Herefordshire’ to the Academy. In 1849 he 
was elected an Associate Exhibitor of the Society 
of Painters in Water Colours. On June 7th, 1859, 
his father died almost in his arms.

(13), the interior of a yacht’s cabin where a 
navigator is measuring his course, is the best of 
Mr. C. N. Hemy’s pictures of incident ; it indi- 
cates, not too soon, a new departure on his part;

good and spontaneous. H.M.S. Ganges (616) 
is capital. — Windmills (23), a village street 
in sunlight, with a pedlar selling toys to chil- 
dren, is an exercise in a Venetian scheme of 
colour, excellent in coloration, exceptionally 
heavy in painting, and showing hot, instead of 
cold sun-shadows, a retrograde arrangement 
contrary to nature. It is the work of Mr. J. R. 
Reid.—The Poverty (48) of Mr. Kennington, a 
boy and a girl, pictures of health, crouching by 
a wall as beggars, is too nice to be true; the 
squalor is omitted, but the work is painted with 
a good deal of academic tact and a just sense of 
tone ; the carnations are a little raw.—There is 
something fresh, even if its scope is limited 
and difficulties are evaded in a modern French 
style, due originally to M. Breton, about Mr. 
E. Saintsbury’s almost monochromatic picture 
of two lovers on a sandy dune in grey shadow- 
less daylight. It is called Their Eden (54), 
and its lugubriousness was intended to convey 
a most depressing moral.—The Home Scene and 
Heart Study (78) of Mr. S. J. Solomon, a con- 
fused composition of three - quarters - length 
figures, shows that a clever artist has fallen 
under the influence of a school of which Mr. 
Sargen’ is the chief prophet. In a coarse, or 
rather crude, way Mr. Solomon has done well 
in this path; but he must know that for a young 
man it is a hopeless one. Ambitious artists are 
wont to disdain the subjects of their pictures, 
therefore we forbear to guess at the meaning of 
this one. The influence of Mr. Sargent’s tech- 
nical mannerisms, which may be described as a 
free translation of Mr. Whistler's and Velaz- 
quez’s, is only too patent here and at the gather- 
ing of the Society of British Artists. —A cleverly 
designed and painted figure of a lady in an even- 





ing dress, by Miss G. A. Konstam, is called All’s 
ell that Ends Well (77). : 

The late Mr. Houston’s Night Alarm in the 
Cavalier Camp (83), soldiers gathered at a watch- 
fire, is a capital example of the careful and 
laboured methods prevailing five - and - twenty 
years ago, when Mr. Frith produced his best pic- 
tures, and Egg, Ward, and Elmore were popular 
genre painters. Mr. Houston’s work seems like an 
anachronism, and is of the type new best repre- 
sented by Mr. John Faed’s bright, solid, and 
conscientious technique. Carefully thought out 
rather than inspired by genius, metallic and 
hard, this picture excites more respect than 
it causes pleasure. The faces, though melodra- 
matic, are good in their way, and the more so 
because they suit a design and subject which 
are of the stage, if not stagey. — Jetsam (97), 
by Mr. F. W. Hayes, is as remote from Mr. 
Houston’s art as it can be. It shows the 
influence of Mr. Hook and the Venetians ; the 
illumination is excessively bright, the textures 
of the foreground are hard and brilliant as 
glass.—The Dutch Bargain (101) of Miss J. M. 
Dealy, two little girls bargaining about the 
transfer of a doll, is humorous, and its technical 
qualities are Dutch in principle, and resemble 
Heer Clausen’s in their application. It has a well- 
deserved place on the line here. The background, 
a libel on nature, is needlessly ugly and opaque. 
—We should much like to praise the Autumn 
(112) of Mr. C. Hayes without reserve. This 
gentleman has a true sense of colour and real 
love for nature which deserve cultivation. The 
reflections in the shining waters show this, but his 
painting is slapdash, and he works in a vulgar, 
demonstrative way.—The girl mourning for her 
lover in Mr. A. Hacker’s Gone (118) possesses 
pathos and energy of conception, a harmonious 
disposition of lines and tints, and spontaneity 
enough to redeem the lugubriousness of the 
subject. — There is good, if theatrical pathos 
in the melodrama called A Prisoner of State 
(131), by Mr. W. D. Sadler, and represent- 
ing an old noble and his daughter, with their 
guards and a jester, on the summit of a tower. 
The landscape seen from the tower, and the 
tower itself, seem to have suggested the subject 
of the picture, and they are out of keeping with 
‘the design. 

Mr. E. Hayes’s Entrance to St. Sampson's, 
Guernsey (134), is a sea-piece. The turbulent water 
is by no means innocent of the lamp, and the ship- 
ping betrays the model. The picture is mannered 
and hackneyed in its cleverness, yet it will be ac- 
ceptable to many who do not know this or who 
cannot discover its paintiness.—Mr. F, Topham’s 
figures grouped about a Roman fountain, called 
Seeking Counsel (142), is strong in its bright 
isolated tints, but the composition is weak and 
the background is rather flat, though the tale, 
such as it is, is well told; the figures have little 
relation to each other. The work as a whole 
does not reward examination.—Broad, telling, 
rich in colour, and effective, Mr. E. Hargitt’s 
Dorsetshire Moor (161), which has been founded 
on the modern system of water-colour painting, 
is a good rendering of a genuine impression of 
nature. 

Mr. Kennedy’s Lady Norah Hodgson (167) is 
a first-rate portrait. It has all the graces of 
serious painting.—Very full of energy and move- 
ment is the group of artillerymen and their 
guns which Mr. F. Villiers calls An Incident 
of ’82 (199). —With this we may group the clever 
military episode, Broken Faith (208), by Mr. C. 
Woodville, which lacks only fine and crisp exe- 
cution to be worthy of one of the best French 
hands. —Offended (227), a girl piqued and dis- 
dainful, is capitally depicted by Miss E. Ellison. 
It is painty.—There is gentle and genuine 
humour of the primitive sort in the figure of a 
girl reading a letter at a cottage door, which Mr, 
J. Clark has painted in his wonted manner, and 
styled The Village Postman (283). The pleased 
face and pretty figure are frst rate.—Mr. J. 
Scott’s An A sador (285), from Hans Ander- 
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sen’s romance, continues a series of illustrations 
we have already admired. The princess reclines 
on the pine branch among the clouds, and the 
feathered messenger has brought the necklace to 
her hand. It is very clever indeed, painted in 
asimple, broad style, with emphasis of light and 
colour, and an admirable treatment of the main 
lines of the composition. The series would 
supply a fine frieze for a large room. 

We begin a group of landscape with the Bit 
of the Liedr Valley (209), by Mr. E. H. Holder, 
which is a pleasant, if conventional representa- 
tion of a group of oaks in a sunny meadow. It 
is brilliant and clear, though somewhat painty 
and heavily handled. Such defects are hard to 
tolerate where nature is so beautiful. More 
research would add greatly to the merits of the 
picture.—The Hayfield (230) of Mr. Aumonier, 
a plain at the foot of the South Downs, is pretty 
and choice in treatment, though the excess of 

int is very obvious and the figures are weak. 
Mr. Aumonier is one of the few landscape 
painters capable of composing the elements of 
their work gracefully without becoming tame 
and mannered.—The Coldwell Rocks (233) of 
Mr. J. D. Simmons, though somewhat rough, 
is extremely luminous, and harmonious in 
colour. — We must find words of praise for 
Mr. A. Ellis’s figure of a girl in white, 
No. 334.—Mr. A. Hughes’s pretty and grace- 
ful damsel dozing at the foot of an oak while 
returning from market is called The Rest in the 
Wood (357). Although a little ‘‘ tinty,” and not 
free from paintiness, the girl’s figure is de- 
cidedly elegant.— The Jolly Miller (391) of Mr. 
Marks, standing at the door of his mill, has the 
charms of spontaneity and a jovial expression, 
clear, firm, and sharp execution, and a bright 
daylight effect.—The Blossoms from a Roman 
Garden of Mr. Weguelin, No. 344, is a dubious 
compliment to Mr. Alma Tadema.—Much better 
is the clever piece of genre, a deck scene in 
snow, which Mr. Overend has aamed Colling- 
wood off Brest (290).—So, too, is A Desperate 
Flirtation (304), by Mr. R. E. Arnold, a Roman 
soldier playing with a-little girl, The design 
would be charming if it were only better painted 
and the man were not so graceless and his 
legs so very queerly drawn. —Pheidias at Olympia 
(311) is, or ought to be, dedicated with apologies 
to Mr. Alma Tadema. It is a questionable com- 
pliment to Phidias, but it is clever and careful 
enough to make us wish Mr. A. S, Coke would 
rely on himself rather than another painter.— 
Mr. Waterhouse’s rough and painty Gossip (319) 
as a clever sketch of Venetian girls, such as 
Mr. Woods and Mr. Fildes affect, after M. van 
Haanen. When shall we see the last of these 
plagiaries?—The Modest Quencher (329) of Mr. 
#. Dadd, an old huntsman in faded pink 
pouring out beer, though heavy in touch and 
rather crude in colour, is full of genuine humour 
and character of the right sort.—Mr. F. Dicey’s 
huntsmen at home After the Day’s Run (339) 
is notable for a good interior and bright, yet 
#oft effect; but the faces would bear repaint- 
‘ing to suit the spirited figures.—With it may 
‘be ranked the still more clever and complete 
Critics (395) of Mr. Small, a sparkling sketch 
of a nervous young lady artist at work on a 
beach and watched by fisherwomen. The atti- 
tude of one of them is stately and statuesque. 
On the whole, we take this to be Mr. Small’s 
aasterpiece in painting, if not in design.—The 
bright sunlight of The White Beach (440) is 
creditable to Mr. H. Zimmerman, but it is 
rather painty.—Mr. Fulleylove’s garden scene 
in Quiet Times (447), being rather crude, is 
hardly worthy of his technical skill in water 
colour, but it embodies truly some fine and 
genuine sentiment. 

A capital study of a boy’s head and naked 
bust, styled A Young Slave (448), calls for 
— It is by Mr. R. A. Bell.—Mr. Waller 

made much use of a visit to the ruins of 
Cowdray, the scene of the clever sketch Haunted 
(463), where stags look through the empty 





window-frames into the deserted chambers.— 
More genuine and harmonious in thought and 
story, materials and treatment, is the ‘‘ A Hunt- 
ing we'll go!” (641) of Mr. Sadler, whom 
we have already praised. It represents, with 
thorough spirit and capital colour, energy, and 
expression, three jolly huntsmen in soiled pink, 

drinking and singing in chorus in an inn kitchen. 

Their beery joviality would be hard to improve 
in painting from the life.—There is humour in 
Mr. A. Hacker’s A Difficulty (528), a gaunt, 

short-sighted old maid threading a needle. If 
we accept the grey monotony of the picture, we 

question the black shadows which abound here. 

—The Briseis (578) of Mr. J. Collier is a mis- 

take, although it pretends to be Homeric.—The 

crowded composition of riders and footmen in 

the scene in Rotten Row by Messrs. T. W. 

Wilson and F. Walton, entitled The Start of the 

Season (742), is interesting on account of the 

numerous and cleverly sketched figures of well- 

known personages it contains, but it can hardly 

be called a picture in the best sense of that 

term. Nevertheless, it is one of the clever- 

est examples of its kind that we know.—Mr. 

Walter Crane has with characteristic zest 

and energy painted Fiammetta (761) as a gaunt 4 
and ungainly standing figure, with a face in 

which just and true sentiment struggles with 

wan and ill-favoured features. Despite its fine 

and searching technique and a certain grace an 

unfortunate experiment has not developed, this 

surprising piece is a great mistake, only equalled 

by the companion Laura (718). The heroines 

of Boccaccio and Dante may have been like these 

‘* learned ladies,” but we prefer to think they 

were not. 

In addition to the above the visitor should 
notice Mr. J. Knight’s landscape, mannered in 
execution, but instinct with poetry, Two Thou- 
sand Feet above the Sea (556); Mr. W. F. Stocks’s 
Glen Head, Donegal (537), a telling, richly 
coloured, bold, but heavily handled picture of a 
cape and the dark green sea; Mr. C. E. John- 
son’s Evening Shadows (661) ; Mr. Brewtnall’s 
Outlaws (686); Mr. ©. Earle’s In the Villa 
Borghese (697), which refers too distinctly to 
Mr. Fuileylove ; Mr. T. Lloyd’s Jealousy (733) ; 
and Miss F. Moody’s clever group of dogs called 
The Kennel Nursery (778). 








SFine-Art Gossiy, 

TuE first picture sale of the season is appointed 
by Messrs. Christie, Manson & Woods for to- 
day (Saturday), when a number of “ancient 
and modern pictures from various sources ”’ will 
find new owners. 


We have already remonstrated against the 
execution of Mr. Pearson’s scheme for the build- 
ing—it is more than a restoration even in the 
most liberal sense of the latter term—of a new 
exterior to Westminster Hall, but now we desire 
especially to protest against a feature (perfectly 
uncalled for) of the proposed works, the con- 
struction of two staircases within the area of 
the hall in order to give access to committee 
rooms to be built (where nobody wants them) 
along the west side. The idea of cutting up 
that magnificent area in this manner is quite 
unworthy of an architect of Mr. Pearson’s ability 
and ripe knowledge of Gothic architecture. We 
are quite willing to believe that he has all along 
been in a position not far removed from that 
which Sir G. Scott occupied when he yielded to 
Lord Palmerston’s masterful whims. If the 
committee rooms (to say nothing of the covered 
carriage stand) must needs be erected, surely 
access could be given to them externally, with- 
out injuring the interior of the hall. 

Tue Society for Protecting Ancient Buildings 
and lovers of authentic architecture in general 
will be sorry to hear that Leominster Priory 
Church is now in the hands of a restorer. 

Ir was not much too soon that the Society for

a body of views of the ancient Charterhouse

Sr. James’s Hai. — Brinsmead Symphony Concerts, 
Popular Concerts. 


Tue crowded state of St. James’s Hall at 
the third of the Brinsmead Symphony Con- 
certs last Saturday testified as much to the 
growing popularity of these entertainments 
as tothe attractive nature of the programme. 
The co-operation of the distinguished French 
musician M. Saint-Saéns went for some- 
thing, and Mr. Wilhelm Ganz has a reputa- 
tion as aconductor. It may be said at once 
that the rendering of the orchestral works 
left but little to desire. ‘The first three 
movements of Raff’s ‘Lenore’ Symphony 
were played with much refinement, and the 
value of the work as abstract music is com- 
prised in these movements. The ghostly 
Jinale is feeble compared with the supet- 
natural music of Berlioz and Dvorak, 
as it was tamely rendered, it fell somewhat 
flat. More curious was the small impression 
made apparently by the interlude and dane 
from Mr. Cowen’s cantata ‘The Sleeping 


Beauty.’ The movements are, perhaps, 100 
slight to bear performance apart from 
the context, though they form two of the 
most effective numbers in the work. 
Saint-Saéns appeared as composer and exe 
in 


and his 


cutant, taking the pianoforte part 
Concerto in c minor, No. 4, Op. 44, 
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Septuor for solo trumpet, strings and piano. 
Op. 65. We do not think the composer was 
wise to attach the term concerto to the former 
work, as it induces musicians to look for 
form, and, finding only formlessness, they 
cannot fail to be disappointed. The title 
fantasia or rhapsody covers a multitude of 
sins in this respect. There is a good deal 
of effective writing of a sort in the c minor 
Concerto, but as a work of art its value is 
not great. The septuor is virtually a suite 
in four movements, of which the most attrac- 


tive are the second, a minuet, and the fourth, 


a gavotte. M. Saint-Saéns is a well-read 
musician, and his works are noteworthy for 
eclecticism, if not for originality. His 
themes are generally frank and pleasing, 
and this may account for the hearty re- 
ception accorded to his works by last 
Saturday’s audience. Mr. Lloyd, who was 
in splendid voice, sang airs by Weber and 
Loder; and the overtures to ‘ Euryanthe’ 
and ‘Guillaume Tell’ commenced and con- 
cluded the concert. It is impossible to avoid 
drawing attention to the many and grave 
errors which found their way into the ana- 
lytical programme. For example, the quo- 
tations in the description—not by the editor 
—of Saint-Saéns’s concerto were ludicrously 
inaccurate. As regards the first movement of 
Raff's symphony, the writer says, ‘‘thesecond 
subject speedily appears in its orthodox key (B 
major)......Here the key changes to c minor, 
and the composer proceeds to develope 
entirely new matter at considerable length, 
thus departing from strict form, which calls 
for an immediate advance to the peroration 
of the first part. The new matter consists 
of a succession of melodies.” Now this 
must necessarily convey anentirely erroneous 
impression. The phrase in B is not the 
second subject, but a pendant of the first. 
The true second subject is in the key of oc, 
in which the first part ends. Could there 
be any doubt of this, a reference to the 
recapitulation would set it at rest. Further, 
the andante quasi larghetto is said to be in £ 
flat, whereas it isin A flat. Lastly, we are 
told that “after an episode abounding in 
initative passages the leading theme again 
comes back in x. So does the second sub- 
ject in A flat.”” This is absolutely incorrect : 
the second subject never appears in 4 flat, 
nor does the first in x. It will be noted 
that we are not dealing with matters of 
opinion, but of fact. Musicians do not need 
analytical programmes ; they are useful for 
general listeners, who, however, in this 
istance, must have been considerably 
mystified. 

A Beethoven programme was given at 

Saturday’s Popular Concert, consisting 
of the Quartet in x flat, Op. 74, the Sonata in 
©minor, Op. 111, and the ‘Kreutzer’ Sonata 
for piano and violin, Op. 47. Mr. Charles 
Halle was the pianist and Mr. Ben Davies 
the vocalist. 

The concert of Monday requires some- 
thing more than formal notice, as it included 
two novelties. The first of these was 

rahms’s Quartet in c minor, Op. 51, No. 1. 
It is somewhat curious that the composer 
should not have tested his powers in a 
quartet earlier in his career, especially as he 

ad essayed a sextet twice with distinguished 
Success ; and it is also noteworthy, as illus- 
trating the ebb and flow of genius, that while 

quartets Op. 51 are somewhat dry and 





laboured, they immediately preceded a group 
of masterpieces, including the Liebeslieder- 
walzer, Op. 52, the Rhapsodie, Op. 53, the 
Schicksalslied, Op. 54, and the Triumphlied, 
Op. 55. Of the two quartets that in c minor 
is the more genial and attractive, the 
romance in A flat and the allegro molto 
moderato in ¥ minor (which stands in place 
of a scherzo) being in the composer’s best 
style. The public is now well acquainted 
with the idiosyncrasy of Brahms, and in 
spite of its sombre character, owing to the 
prevalence of minor keys, the quartet was 
very warmly received. It is an extraordinary 
circumstance that until Monday last the 
name of Emmanuel Bach had never ap- 
peared in the programmes of Mr. Arthur 
Chappell’s concerts, and the fact can only 
be set down as another example of the 
caprice to which we referred last week in 
speaking of Schubert’s Quartet inc. The 
works of Emmanuel Bach are peculiarly in- 
teresting, as forming the link between the 
antique school, of which his father was the 
brightest exemplar, and modern music, of 
which Haydn is generally regarded as the 
father. The Sonata in c minor for piano 
and violin, which was played by Mr. Charles 
Halle and Madame Néruda, might be fanci- 
fully spoken of as one of the arches in the 
bridge which connects the old with the new. 
The first and last movements are written in 
the old binary form, but the expression is 
frequently modern, and this last remark 
— still more to the charming adagio in 
A flat. Other works of Bach, however, show 
greater advancement as regards form, and 
they might be introduced from time to time 
with advantage. Mr. Charles Halle played 
Beethoven’s rarely heard Sonata in F, bp. 54, 
in his best manner, and the concert ended 
with Fibich’s Quartet in = minor, Op. 11, 
which we have noticed on former occasions. 
The vocalist was Mr. Clifford Halle, a son 
of the pianist. He has a light baritone 
voice cf pleasant quality, and he obtained a 
favourable reception in airs by Handel, 
Scarlatti, and Carissimi. 








Musical Gossiy, 

Tue third of Mr. Dannreuther’s programmes, 
last Thursday week, included a Trio in F minor, 
by W. Weckbecker, Op. 2. The composer's 
name is entirely new to us, but he is evidently 
a musician of marked ability, and we may say 
of promise, as the early opus number affords 
ground for thé supposition that he is young 
in his art. There is an engaging freshness 
in most of the themes in this trio, and though 
he repeats them somewhat too frequently, 
particularly in the last movement, in most re- 
spects the details of the work exhibit a con- 
siderable amount of musicianly contrivance. 
Further, the outline is not tco complex, consider- 
ing that the composer's sympathies are evidently 
with the modern school. The ‘ Weihnachtslieder’ 
of Cornelius, Op. 8, noticed some time since, 
were repeated ; and Dr. Hubert Parry’s Violon- 
cello and Piano Sonata in a, and Beethoven’s 
Trio in 8 flat, Op. 97, were also performed. 


We have more than once referred to the re- 


say that their rendering by Mr. Weist Hill’s 
youthful force was marked by all the best quali- 
ties of orchestral playing; but the unfaili 
precision, spirit, and perfect unity of meth 
were very striking, particularly in Wagner's 
work. The selection of solo items showed an 
equal amount of ambition, which, however, was 
not, on the whole, so fully justified by results. 
Miss Florence Richmond gave a refined inter- 

retation of Weber's “ Softly sighs,” and Miss 

ate Honey played the first movement of Bee- 
thoven’s £ flat Concerto with much vigour and 
accuracy, these being the best individual per- 
formances of the afternoon. 

Last Saturday being the anniversary of the 
death of Mozart, which occurred on December 
5th, 1791, a selection of his works formed the 
first = of the Crystal Palace Concert ; but as no 
novelty was presented it is unnecessary to deal at 
length with the performance. The symphony 
was that generally known as the ‘ Jupiter,’ Mr. 
Clinton played the adagio from the Clarinet Con- 
certo, and Madame Frickenhaus the ‘ Corona- 
tion’ Pianoforte Concerto in p. It seems a pity 
that the opportunity was not taken to revive one 
of the less-known symphonies or concertos, of 
which the number is great. The second part was 
wholly modern, and included Dvorak’s Notturno 
in B for strings, Op. 40; a feeble ‘ Capriccio 
Italien’ by Tschaikowsky ; and Cowen’s suite 
‘The Language of the Flowers.’ Mr. Santley 
was the vocalist. 

THE second concert of the Heckmann Quartet 
was given at the Prince’s Hall on Tuesday even- 
ing, when the programme consisted of Ditters- 
dorf’s Quartet in & flat; Mozart’sin c, No. 6; 
and Beethoven’s in Fr, Op. 59, No. 1. Ditters- 
dorf, for whom Herr Heckmann appears to have 
a predilection, is little known in this country. 
He was contemporary with Haydn, and was a 
prolific composer, his works attaining great 
contemporary popularity. The Quartet in & flat 
is thoroughly Haydnesque, one phrase being 
borrowed almost literally from one of the Salo- 
mon symphonies. The performance was again 
characterized .by marvellous excellence of en- 
semble, which partially atoned for the coldness of 
style and a certain hardness in the quality of tone. 

‘Jupas MaccasBzus’ was performed by the 
Albert Hall Choral Society on Wednesday even- 
ing. In accordance with a custom which no 
amount of repetition can render justifiable, the 
orchestra was supplemented by a military band. 
In other respects the performance was highly 
satisfactory. Miss Anna Williams, Miss Eleanor 
Farnol, Madame Trebelli, Miss Hope Glenn, 
Mr. Maas, and Signor Foli were the principal 
vocalists. 

Tae Positivist Society is to have a Handel 
commemoration on Saturday next at Newton 
Hall.

Firty years after his first play was pro- 
duced in a London theatre, Mr. Maddison 
Morton obtains a fresh triumph upon the 
stage. No very arduous task is accomplished 
in the fabrication of a piece such as ‘ Going 
It.’ The plot is flimsy, the characters are 
conventional, and the situations are ex- 
travagant. To so much praise as follows 
the veteran dramatist is entitled. He has 
fitted to a nicety Mr. Toole and his company, 
and he has supplied a work which, though 
old-fashioned in construction and in dialogue, 
can keep an easily pleased public in a per- 
petual simmer of amusement. From one 

oint of view this is, perhaps, not much, 
but from more than one other point of view 
it isa good deal. Among farcical comedies 
of the day ‘ Going It’ holds its own. The 
praise to be accorded it, moreover, is not 
wholly negative, since, in addition to a moral 
blamelessness which distinguishes it from 
some of its rivals, it has a measure of 
genuine vitality. In this case, as in many 
previous cases, the spectator must apply to 
the action no test of probability. He must 
accept men as the dramatist chooses to paint 
them, and when a respectable citizen, whose 
career, social a::d civic, is blameless, and 
whose only faults are a tendency to des- 
potism in the conduct of his family affairs, 
and a belief altogether devoid of foundation 
in his own decision of character, elects to 
go to London, he must be prepared to see 
him go to a fashionable hotel under an aristo- 
cratic name which he can neither pronounce 
nor remember, and sow his wild oats with a 
profusion that the most opulent youth might 
envy. He must accept also a species of fun 
which, however familiar and welcome it may 
be a fortnight hence, is supposed to have 
disappeared from comedy, and is, indeed, so 
out of date that it assumes an air of pseudo- 
novelty. The perplexities of young men 
who, taking off a portion of their garments 
during a nocturnal excursion, find them- 
selves compelled to don ill-fitting gear must 
move the spectator to laughter or he will not 
laugh ; and the tribulations of a middle-aged 
churchwarden or something of the sort who 
sees himself, after being swindled out of his 
money, compelled to fight a duel must stir 
him to sympathy or he will not be stirred. To 
captiousness of this kind the answer is that 
the public not only laughs, but—to use anold- 
fashioned phrase — laughs ‘‘consumedly.” 
To this result an interpretation brisker than 
is always afforded in works of this class 
contributes. The piece has been given in 
the country, and the general performance is 
fairly easy. There is but one impersona- 
tion that stands out. As old Cossett Mr. 
Toole plays a part hardly distinguishable 
from a score in which he has been seen, but 
well within his means. There is nothing

he has to do which he has not done as 
well before, but the whole is in his best 
way. His mood alternately insolent and 
aggressive or plausible and apologetic, his 
attempts to evade the responsibility of 
actions the indecorum of which he perceives, 
and the possibilities of immediate and jubi- 
lant relapse into the atrocities which with 
feigned penitence he strives to expiate are 
as mirthful in the character he now assumes 
as in any of a score parts he has taken 
within the last quarter of a century. Little 
assistance is demanded by Mr. Toole from 
his company. That little is, however, 
afforded, and Mr. Ward, Mr. Shelton, Miss 
Thorne, Miss Johnstone, and other well- 
known associates of Mr. Toole are as ac- 
ceptable as heretofore. 

At the Lyceum Mr. Irving has reappeared 
as Louis XI., in all respects the most finished, 
subtle, and artistic of his performances. The 
revival, which extended over the present 
week, was received with favour. The cast 
was for practical purposes the same as that 
with which the piece was previously given. 

On the occasion of the two hundred and 
fiftieth representation of ‘The Candidate,’ 
‘Cupid in Camp,’ a two-act comic drama, 
first produced as a lever de rideau in May, 
1882, at the Criterion, was repeated at the 
same house. The most noteworthy feature 
in the revival was the performance of Mr. 
Lytton Sothern in the character of Capt. 
Saville. This seemed to show a capacity 
for serious acting which previous represen- 
tations of Mr. Sothern did not denote. The 
adaptation, which is fairly entertaining, 
was adequately played throughout.
